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TREATMENT OF RECRUITS. 


Secretary of War Baker has made some radical sug- 
gestions in regard to the considerate treatment of en- 
listed men from the time they arrive as new recruits at 
a post or depot, until the time they have passed out of 
the recruit class, as well instructed soldiers and have 
completed enlistment period and are leaving for home. 
The idea of Mr. Baker is to see that recruits receive 
treatment based on the “human element,” a procedure 


which in the great rush of new men and the appointment 
of so many inexperienced officers and N.C.O. during the 
World War was very often lost sight of. Mr. Baker 
points out that his remarks are not made to the end that 
the recruit should be coddled or petted, but he desires to 
preclude the possibility of any unnecessarily severe treat- 
ment of new men. He desires to have soldiers leave the 
Army with a pleasant recollection of fair treatment in it, 
and respect and esteem for the Service. The men should 
be protected against influence that might tend to make 
difficult or impossible the development of a man into a 
trusty and honorable soldier with a just pride in his 
organization. 

The memorandum on the subject by Mr. Baker which 
was sent to Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, is now 
an — and has just been issued in Circular 82, Feb. 
25, 1920, from the War Department. Following is the 
somplaie circular : 

CIRCULAR NO. 82, FEB. 25, 1920, WAR DEPT. 
Treatment of Recruits. 

1. The following memorandum for the Chief of Staff, from 
the Secretary of War, is published for the information and 
guidance of all concerned: 

**Peb, 18, 1920. 


My dear General March: 

1. I deem it of the utmost importance at this time when 
public opinion is being so strongly and sincerely interested in 
the benefits of an enlistment in the Army that you invite the 
attention of all officers and non-commissioned officers to the 
vital necessity for a considerate and thoughtful treatment of 
the newly-enlisted men on their arrival at their permanent 
stations. The treatment of the applicant and of the recruit 
has already received due consideration at the recruiting sta- 
tions, the recruit depots and recruit depot posts, but I desire 
to be assured that the proper principles are being applied 
throughout the Army. 

2. In a vast majority of cases these young men are going 
through their first experience away from home. Their minds 
are peculiarly open to impressions which may be and fre- 
quently are lasting. With a new physical routine to fa- 
miliarize themselves with and to adapt themselves to, a con- 
siderable amount of instruction to absorb and thrust amid 
surroundings and fellows entirely strange they should be given 
particular care and attention. 

8. These remarks are not made to the end that the recruit 
should be either coddled or petted. On the contrary he should 
be as rapidly as possible subjected to the mage and 
discipling influences of Army life and his manliness and self- 
control developed. Nothing in these instructions is to be 
construed as directed to any other end. It is, however, a 
matter of wisdom and good sense to surround the initial 
experiences of these young men with such Precautionary 
measures as will preclude the possibility of their being un- 
necessarily severe. 

4. The treatment of the new soldier must be based on the 
human element much more than has been the case in the past. 
We have given our pledge that the new Army shall be a 
really democratic institution, not a thing apart from the 
people, but essentially a part of the people, by and for whom 
it exists, and it is incumbent upon every officer and non- 
commissioned officer of the Service to do his utmost to bring 
this about, not only in drill and discipline but also in human 
interest and sympathy for the thoughts and feelings of the 
young civilian who dons our uniform. 

5. Recruits should be invariably met at the station, ne 
matter what the hour, by a representative, preferably a com- 
missioned officer, of the organization to which they are as- 
signed. If assignment to organization has not yet been made, 
they should be met by a representative, preferably a com- 
missioned officer, of the commanding officer. Previous notice 
of their arrival having been received a hot meal should be 
prepared and waiting for them. This without regard to the 
hour of their arrival. Young men are invariably hungry and 
there is no better first impression to be given than that of 
the thought that provides this first essential to comfort. They 
should then, if not assigned, be assigned as promptly as may 
be, and not left in the peculiarly homeless and forlorn condi- 
tion of unassigned recruits at camp and regimental head- 
quarters. They should be conducted to their own organization 
and be given an opportunity to dispose of their effects, settle 
themselves in their new quarters and secure a good night's 
rest. They should then be personally interviewed, collectively, 
by the organization commander and given a talk which will 
convey to them the feeling that they have reached their 
military home; that though under military discipline and 
subject to orders they are nevertheless among and under 
friends and members of the same honorable profession. They 
must be made to feel that the organization to which they 
belong has an honorable past and present, and proposes to 
maintain that honorable record, and that as members of it the 
organization is interested to see that their conduct supports 
that record and are concerned that it shall do so. They must 
be informed that their organization commander and other 
officers of the organization are accessible to them and desire 
to aid them in the solution of not only their military prob- 
lems but their personal ones as well and that to the good 
soldier everything is possible. 

6. No greater mistake can be made at this initial interview 
than to adopt an austere or unapproachable or bullying tone 
with threats of dire punishment for military misdemeanors as 
yet unknown to the recruit even by name. It must be borne 
in mind that the recruit is as yet undisciplined and that it 
will be some time before in justice to him and to the Service 
any other tone should be adopted than that of friendly ex- 
planation and counsel. 

7. During this talk the organization commander should 
bring particularly to the attention of the men the wisdom of 
their establishing a savings account with the Government, 
yg ny | to them that money placed with the Government 
for safe eepin, is not forfeitable by any process or except 
by the one single act of desertion. He should explain that it 
draws interest at the rate of four per cent. and be prepared 
to demonstrate the amount of money plus interest that a 
soldier will have on his discharge if he has deposited $5 a 
month or $10 a month. This should be made more attractive 
to him by expressing it not only in terms of money but in 
terms of what that sum of money. may mean as the first pay- 
ment on real estate; in the purchase of an interest in a 
business, etc. He should also be prepared to explain what 
particular offers are made to discharged soldiers of excellent 
character and what advantages to him in a material way his 
Army service and excellent record may bring. He should also 
encourage the recruits in selectin a training and 
pursuing it carefully, being prepar aT point to this part 
of his talk by comparing the wages at unskilled labor with 
those paid the trained men to whose charaeter certificates 
have been given. 

8. The arrival of recruits should be a matter of particular 
concern and consideration by the regimental or other chaplain 
present with the command. The chaplain should assemble all 
recruits as soon after their arrival as is conveniently possible 
and give them such aid end instruction along lines peculiarly 
his own as will be helpful to recruits. An important point to 
be taken up at this time by the chaplain is an inquiry into 
home relations where this is possible and the encouragement 
of the recruit to write to his home frequently. Commanding 
officers will arrange for such talks on the part of the chaplain. 
The best opportunity for such a talk occurs in thé evening, 
and the surroundings are of importance. It should not, for 
instance, be given in barracks where other men are about. 
Much may be accomplished at this interview of lasting effect 
to both the soldier and the Service. The understanding and 
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sympathy of the chaplain in each case must be relied upon to 
accomplish the results desired. 
9. The instruction of the recruits should then be placed in 


the hands of an oflicer er non-commissioned officer particularly 
suited to this work. The driving drillmaster whose reputation 
is based upon his ability to impart a maximum of military 
snap and finish to drill in the minimum of time is not always 


the best man for this work. Unless he has in addition a 
sympathetie understanding of the man he is working with and 
is possessed of patience, forbearance and kindliness he will 
fail in his task of making an obedient, self-respecting and 
enthusiastic soldier who will take pride in his organization 
and. add to its esprit. During this period of instruction par- 
ticular care should be taken by the officers in whose hands it 
is placed that the recruits be not exploited by the older sol- 
diers of the organization. Only the most complete vigilance 
will accomplish this result, a vigilance which must extend 
over the whole period from reveille to taps. 

10, The duties of this officer or non-commissioned officer in 
charge of recruits must not be confined to those of drill in- 
structor, but be extended to include instruction in every detail 
of Army life; information on customs of the Service, and 
kindred subjects that will as quickly as possible result in 
giving the recruit a full understanding of his duties in addi- 
tion to a mechanical ability to perform them. 

11. It is after the young soldier has passed through the 
recruit period of his military existence that he will have to 
stand upon his own feet and by his own demeanor find his 
proper place in the organization, but until that time has come 
he should be protected against any influence that might tend 
to make difficult or impossible his development along the lines 
that conduce to the best interests of the Service and the 
individual. 

12. Another matter of urgent impoxtance is that the soldier 
who has completed his enlistment and who does not desire to 
re-enlist, return to civil life with a feeling of hearty good- 
will for the Army—a real friend interested in its success and 
welfare—one who will carry that feeling amongst his future 
associates and make them realize all that the Army stands for. 
Not only the immediate commanding officer, but the regimental 
post and station commander, and wherever possible the di- 
vision commander should see the departing soldier personally, 
express his regret at losing him from the Service, be prepared 
to praise him for any particular duty well performed, wish 
him success, express the desire to keep informed of his 
progress and in any other way show a real human interest in 
the man who has done his share of service to his country. 

13. I wish you would direct commanding officers to read 
this letter to all officers of their command as socn after its 
receipt as possible and by personal inspection to assure them- 
selves that its provisions are carried out.

OMAHA’S GRATITUDE TO THE ARMY. 

Resolutions passed by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Douglas county, Nebr., are of interest in show- 
ing civilian appreciation of the value of a Regular Army 
after active experience with its merits in time of need. 
Douglas county practically is the city of Omaha. The 
resolutions, adopted Feb. 5, 1920, read: 

Resolved, That, in view of the excellent service rendered in 
the maintenance of public order by the Regular Army at the 
riot in the city of Omaha on Sept. 28, 1919, and believing 
that the general welfare of the nation requires the main- 
tenance of a well trained Regular Army with highly trained 
officers, and whereas this Regular Army has had no increase 
in pay since 1908, while other Government officials and 
civilians generally have had an increase of income from sev- 
enty-five per cent. to 150 per cent. within the same period 
and noting that the personnel of the Regular Army officers 
has been reduced 2,200 since the armistice with Germany and 
that this loss of trained officers is chiefly caused by the 
present inequality in pay; therefore be it 

Resolved, That it is the sense of this board that the public 
interests require the support of and an early passage of the 
Senate Army Pay bill, 8. 3688, which equalizes the Army pay 
basis with the existing cost and expenses, and it is therefore 
urged that the Representatives from the state of Nebraska 
support this measure when it appears before the House; 
therefore urged be it further resolved, that a copy of these 
resolutions be forwarded to the Hon. A. W. Jefferis, Repre- 
sentative of the state of Nebraska, as well as the other 
Representatives from this state.

Recalling the circumstances that led to the passing 
of these resolutions a correspondent writes that on Sept. 
28, 1919, Omaha was in the grip of a lawless mob which 
overpowered the police and all civil authority, plundered 
pawn shops and hardware stores of arms and ammuni- 
tion, seizing several thousand weapons, and looted auto- 
mobiles and garages for their gasoline fuel. With this 
they tried to burn the granite and marble $1,500,000 
Douglas County Court House and jail. Nearly 175 
criminals and civil officers barely escaped from death, 
innocent and guilty together. When the threatened peo- 
ple fled to the roof of the court house, hundreds of shots 
were fired indiscriminately from neighboring buildings. 
The public records were used as fuel. Police officers, 
individually brave, but lacking organization and military 
training, were helpless and were disarmed and injured. 
The city mayor was seized by the mob and when he gal- 
lantly refused to deliver the keys to the jail, the mob 
twice hung him until he was cut down unconscious. 
Our corespondent continues: 


Army LPfficiency Ends Riot, 
_ “Four persons were killed and twenty wounded in this 
riot and the property damage was over $1,000,000, when 
a small detachment of Regular troops, numbering about 
200, arrived on the scene. Before the disciplined, busi- 
nesslike advance of the Regulars the mob was helpless. 
And more striking still, the moral effect of the fact that 
the troops were competent and willing to crush dis- 
order and crime was so clear to the wildest-eyed rioter 
that none tried to test the matter with seasoned troops. 
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The mob was scattered and dispersed promptly and effi- 
ciently. Additional troops arriving, the city was under 
effective martial law for nearly ten days. Hundreds of 
criminals were arrested, and growing mobs dispersed at 
the first sign of unrest and not a shot was fired by Regu- 
lar troops. Further, a guard of two Regular Infantry 
companies remained on duty in the County Court House 
for six weeks after the main body of troops had with- 
drawn from the city. 

“So favorably impressed were the county. officials with 
the discipline and conduct of the troops, that when the 
Regulars were finally withdrawn, in the latter part of 
November, the judges adjourned court and with the 
county officials expressed their thanks and appreciation 
to Capt. George C. Lewis, 20th Inf., the detachment 
commander, of the services and conduct of the troops. 
Actual experience showed the trained soldier in his real 
light as a gentleman, a member of the people and a de- 
fender of his country and of individual rights and lib- 
erties, alike from the attacks of the Hun or the un- 
American criminal withi nour borders. Actual experi- 
ence effectively laid the bogey of militarism in the minds 
of thinking men of Omaha. It is noteworthy that the 
Omaha Chamber of Commerce has been so impressed with 
the national danger resulting from the wholesale resigna- 
tions of trained Regular officers, that it has addressed 
energetic letters to the Nebraskan Congressmen urging 
support of Army pay legislation for officers as set forth 
in the Wadsworth bill.”

Navy ENLISTED MEN COMMENDED. 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended Bennie 
Lerit, chief master at arms, U.S.N., and Leland S. Mor- 
rison, fireman, third class, U.S.N., for gallantry on Jan. 
1, 1920, while the U.S.S. Dolphin was at anchor in the 
Coatzacoalcos river off Puerto Mexico, Mexico. A sea- 
man fell overboard from a sailing launch, and while the 
man was being carried down the river by the current, 
Lerit, fully dressed, jumped overboard and reached him 
after he had gone down the second time. A few seconds 
later, Morrison, partly dressed, jumped from the ladder 
and swam to their assistance and helped Lerit in getting 
the sailor into a punt. The waters in the vicinity are 
infested with sharks, and the sailor who could not swim 
would have lost his life but for the action of these men. 

The Secretary of the Navy has commended William G. 
Lawson, coxswain, U.S.N., Thomas F. Montgomery, sea- 
man, U.S.N., and James 8. Quackenbush, seaman, U.S. 
N., attached to the U.S.S. Finch, for their services ren- 
dered Jan. 27, 1920. During lifeboat drill a lifeboat, 
capsized, throwing every member of the crew into the 
water. One of the crew was seen to be going down and 
Lawson and Montgomery held the drowning man up in 
the water and Quackenbush gathered life belts and oars 
to keep him afloat until aided by life rafts. The men 
were in the water twenty-five minutes.

New YorK MONUMENT IN Honor or Navy. 

At a luncheon given by the English-Speaking Union 
in London on Feb. 27 Walter H. Long, First Lord of the 
British Admiralty, who presided, handed to United 
States Ambassador John W. Davis a check for $30,000 
as a fund to erect in New York harbor a monument to 
commemorate the work of the United States Navy in the 
World War, and especially its service in connection with 
the patrol of the Straits of Dover. The sum came from 
a fund originally raised in England and in France to 
erect on either side of the Straits a memorial to the skill, 
endurance and success of the Dover patrol in which 
British and French naval forces co-operated. As more 


than the amount required was subscribed for the immedi- 
ate purpose it was decided to use the balance for the 
purpose indicated. In presenting the check Mr. Long 
said of the ordering of American destroyers to Queens- 
town and placing them under British orders: “It was un 
act of wonderful loyalty, and it had an immediate effect. 
It enabled us at once to reinforce the Dover patrol and 
make it efficient.” Mr. Long told of the anxiety of 
Americans attached to the Grand Fleet to do their full 
share even of tiresome and uninteresting fatigue duties, 
and, speaking of the North Sea mine barrage, added: 
“That was laid by the Americans with wonderful skill 
and was most important. It drove the Germans down 
to Dover, where the patrol caught them.” In replying 
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Ambassador Davis said he felt that to reply in behalf of 
the American Navy was “rather outside of my steaming 
radius,” but still he was proud to see that the services 
of the Navy were so highly appreciated. 


COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Eapenses for Death in Navy. 

The Navy Department is advised by the Comptroller, 
under date of Feb. 10, that “in addition to being author- 
ized to make expenditures out of the appropriation 
‘Bringing home remains of officers’ in a proper case, it is 
also authorized to incur expenses under the appropria- 
tion ‘Contingent, Bureau of Medicine and Surgery,’ 
when, and only when, the death occurs in a naval hos- 
pital or where the decedent was in such position that 
the expenses could be, and were actually incurred by the 
Navy Department, these expenses to be in addition to 
what may be allowed by the Bureau of War Risk In- 
surance where the body is shipped by the Navy Depart- 
ment to the decedent’s former home, and further ex- 
penses, such as opening the grave, hearse hire, etc., are 
incurred by the relatives.” 

Delay in Travel Affects Mileage. 


An officer of the U.S.N.R.F. who delays in traveling to 
his home, on receipt of orders detaching him from duty 
and relieving him from all active duty, beyond the period 
fixed in Article 702, Naval Instructions, 1913, is not en- 
titled to payment of mileage for the travel performed by 
him under orders from the place of his detachment to 
his home. ‘This decision was given in the case of an offi- 
cer in the Reserve Force who was discharged at New 
York on Sept. 8, 1919, and performed the travel to his 
home in Philadelphia on Oct. 15 following. ‘lhe Comp- 
troller points out that Article 702, Naval Instructions, 
1913, provides that “when an order is issued to an offi- 
cer of the Navy requiring him to proceed to any point, 
but fixing no date and not expressing haste, such order 
shall be obeyed by reporting within four days, exclusive 
of travel, after its receipt.” He also points out that 
when an officer of the Regular Navy fails to comply with 
this regulation the Navy Department generally takes 
action which results in his being regarded as on leave of 
absence. But in the case of a Reserve Force officer de- 
tached as above this practice could not apply to him; and 
under the circumstances such an officer “would not be 
entitled under existing law to mileage for travel there- 
after performed, since his active-duty status which gave 
him the right to such mileage had terminated before the 
performance of such travel.” 


Fleet Reservists and Discharge Gratuities. 


Enlisted men of the Regular Navy who are trans- 
ferred to the Fleet Naval Reserve after sixteen or 
twenty or more years of service whose ratings at time of 
such transfer entitle them to an honorable discharge, and 
who, as reservists, are not retained on active duty, are 
entitled to both the travel allowance at five cents per 
mile from the place of transfer to their actual bona fide 
home, residence, or place of original muster into the Ser- 
vice, and to the $60 additional pay. 


Gratuity and Continuous Service Pay, N.R. and N.R.F. 


An enlisted man of the Regular Navy who upon dis- 
charge enlisted in the Naval Reserve, authorized by the 
act of March 3, 1915, and upon the abolishment of that 
organization enrolled in the Naval Reserve Force, is 
entitled under the act of Aug. 29, 1916, as amended, to 
the honorable discharge gratuity should he be discharged 
from the latter organization and re-enlisted in the Regu- 
lar Navy within four months of said discharge, the Comp- 
troller decides. Such enlisted man is also entitled to the 
continuous-service increase of pay and to the additional 
pay provided by Article 4427 (25), Naval Regulations, 
1913, upon such re-enlistment, whether or not the re- 
enlistment takes place within four months of discharge. 





Continuous-Service Pay, N.R.F. 


The Comptroller decides that a transferred member of 
the Fleet Naval Reserve whose transfer was made after 
twenty years’ service in the Regular Navy and not at 
the expiration of enlistment, and who subsequently was 
discharged from the Fleet Naval Reserve and re-enlisted 
next day in the Regular Navy, is not entitled to credit 
for the continuous-service increase of pay or for the in- 
crease under G.O. 34 

Retainer Pay on Confirmation of Rank. 


An officer of Class 2, U.S. Naval Reserve Force, is 
entitled to retainer pay based on a confirmed rank from 
the date the examining board reported favorably upon his 
confirmation, the action of such board being final in any 
case as to confirmation of rank and not subject to review. 
The issuance of a commission in a confirmed rank is 
only evidence that the officer has qualified as required by 
law, and the fact that the commission was issued at a 
later date has no bearing upon the date the officer actu- 
ally qualified. 

Coast Guard Service and Longevity. 


In view of the fact that service in the Coast Guard 
when the Coast Guard is operating as a part of the Navy 
has been held to be service in the Navy for purposes of 
determining an officer’s longevity in the Army, it is also 
applicable to officers in the Navy. Therefore a Coast 
Guard officer serving in the Navy is entitled to count his 
services, both as dn enlisted man and warrant officer, in 
the Coast Guard while the Coast Guard was operating as 
a part of the Navy in computing his longevity as an 
officer in the Navy. 

Bonus Decisions. 


An enlisted man of the Regular Army who is dis- 
charged to accept an appointment to the Military Acad- 
emy is not entitled to the war-service payment of $60. 
The Comptroller states that “in view of the fact that the 
organization known as cadets of the U.S. Military Acad- 
emy is one of the component parts of the Regular 
Army . . the discharge of enlisted man to enable 
him to accept an appointment as cadet of the Military 
Academy was not a separation from the Service as con- 
templated in Section 1406” [of the Revenue Act]. 
Where a registrant inducted into the Service by his 
local board having been sent by the local board to the 
mobilization camp for duty, actually reported for duty at 
such camp on or before Nov. 11, 1918, and was rejected 
at camp on account of physical defects, he is entitled to 
the $60 bonus, it being immaterial whether or not he was 
ever assigned to any specific duty after reporting at such 
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MUDDLED~- AVIATION STATISTICS. 

Shortly after the’ $640,000,000 aviation bill was passed 
in July, 1917, Major Gen. G. O. Squier, C.S.0., made a 
public statement as to the aviation program of the United 
States in response to the question: “How many air- 
planes will the United States build?’ His reply was: 
“IT am not here to make public our plans or to indulge 
in prophetic figures. If I knew how many ma- 
chines we would or could construct in a year.I wouldn't 
tell because this would be telling Yon Hindenburg, and 
he’d thank us for the information. People who 
are so cocksure about our determination to build 22,000 
airplanes seem to be inspired with the notion that aeros 
are all made on the same pattern, turned eut of the 
factory as alike as two cubes of sugar.” These were 
the words ofa trained soldier who was very well in- 
formed on the subject he was discussing. It is inter- 
esting to speculate as to how differently the course of 
aviation production and military aviation might have 
tun during hostilities in the World War if General 
Squier’s correct military ideas as to concealing infor- 
mation from the enemy had been adhered to instead of 
the civilian plan adopted by the Committee on Public 
Information of making foolishly impossible forecasts of 
our aviation production program. Such speculation 
may be idle. But it is certain that if General Squier'’s 
plan had been carried out no necessity would have 
arisen for the publication in one week recently of the 
Report of Aircraft Surveys and the majority and minor- 
ity reports on aviation made by the Select. Committee 
on Expenditures in the War Department. Nor would 
there have been any necessity for such an amazing mud- 
dle of statistics being issued simultaneously by the Gov- 
ernment as is contained in these three reports. 

The majority report of the sub-committee on aviation 
of the Select Committee on Expenditures is chiefly a 
political document marked by an excess of intemperate 
language and more noteworthy for its omissions of fact 
than for complete statements, the document being col- 
ored by a desire to make a case against the aviation 
prusram. The statements made on the second page of 


the report regarding appropriations and airplanes on © 


the fighting front are indicative of the general character 
of the document. They may be analyzed by comparison 
with other statements set forth in the other two doct- 
ments issued at the same time and with the official state- 
ments regarding airplanes to be found in “The War 
with Germany,” the statistical volume by Col. Leonard 
P. Ayres. This majority report states “during our nine- 
teen months of war with Germany the American Con- 
gress appropriated for Signal Corps and aviation pur- 
poses: Appropriations, $1,692,336,424; revocation of 
excess after the war (Feb. 5, 1919), $487,000,000; bal- 
ance available for use, $1,205,336,424; expended or ob- 
ligated to June 30, 1919, $1,051,511,988. During this 
period expenditures or commitments of over $1,000,000,- 
000 produced the following machines used by American 
aviators on the French fighting front: American-built 
observation planes (DH-4’s), 213; machines bought 
from our Allies, 527. Total planes on French front, 
Noy. 11, 1918, 740.” 

The minority report, which is an unusually complete 
and comprehensive history of American military avia- 
tion, states that “the aggregate expenditures and obli- 
gations to June 30, 1919, were $1,055,652,147.66,” which 
is approximately $4,000,000 more than the total given 
ia the majority report. Confining this analysis to the 


statements made in the majority report we find in con- 
tradiction to its declaration that there were only 740 
planes on the French front on the day of .the armistice 
the minority report stating that the United States ‘on 
the day of the armistice had 1,620 service planes avail- 
ablesfor use/on the fronf#lines.” In Colonel Ayres’s sta: 
tistical history of the war appears the statement that by 
November, 1918, the number of service planes sent to 
the zone. of advance was 2,698, of which 687 came from 
American sources and 2,031 from foreign sources. At 
the signing of the armistice. he states there were 740 
service planes on the front, but that is only a, part of 
the story. On page 100 of Colonel Ayres’s history we 
find the statement: “The DeHaviland-4 observation 
and day bombing plane was the only plane the United 
States put into quantity production. Before the sign- 
ing ,of the armistice 3,227 had been completed and 1,885 
shipped overseas. The plane was successfully used at 
the front for three months.’ The majority report con- 
veniently overlooked the necessary planes held in reserve, 
of course, since that would hurt its case. 

The third report we have referred to, that on Air- 
craft Surveys, was published in response to a provision 
in the Naval Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 1920, 
which obligated the Secretary of War, the Secretary of 
the Navy and the Postmaster General to “submit to 
Congress a joint report of aircraft under their 
respective jurisdiction on Nov. 1, 1919, showing the 
number, type and cost of all aircraft built, building and 
under contract to be built,” and all the details neces: 
sary to a complete understanding of aircraft production, 
cost and equipment. This report shows “the number of 
airplanes, engines, balloons and dirigibles ordered by 
and delivered to the U.S. Air Service between April 6, 
1917, and Nov. 1, 1919, with the amounts actually dis- 
bursed on eaeh contract and totals of all contracts by 
types.” According to this report the grand total of all 
airplanes delivered between the date of the day we en- 
tered the war and approximately a year after the armis- 
tice went into effect was 13,511 and of balloons and air- 
ships fifty-four. This figure for airplanes exceeds by 
nearly 2,000 the number of airplanes produced by the 
United States “during the war,” according to the minor- 
ity report quoted above.. This excess would be only one 
month’s product of the United States, according to this 
same report, at the rate we were making them “at the 
close of the war.” This total of airplanes delivered 
does not agree with Colonel Ayres’s figures, for his dia- 
grams, 35 and 36, show a total of 9,503 training planes 
produced by November; 1918, and 4,089 American-made 
service planes by ‘November, 1918;/a grand total of 13,- 
592. Thus, according te Colonel Ayres’s statistics, the 
United States produced more airplanes by the end of 
November, 1918, than the Report of Aircraft Surveys 
shows were furnished the Government a year later. 

Gne of the most striking differences to be found in 
these three reports is the total given in»the Report on 
Aircraft Surveys for the grand total of disbursements, 
which run up to $433,721,364.35. Of this sum $67,301,- 
160.90 was expended by the Navy Department and by 
the Postoffice Department $712,715.25. It is true a par- 
agraph of partial explanation as to incomplete liquidated 
orders as of Nov. 1,°1919, appears in-this report.. But 
as to whether or not this explains away the difference 
6f over $500,000,000 between the majority and minority 
reports’ expenditure totals and that of the Surveys re 
port is not made clear. Some day a genius may appear 
who can give an accurate account of what our aircraft 
effort during the war cost and what it achieved. But 
up to the present that statistical superman has not ar- 
rived. The fact remains that if General Squier’s ideas 
had been followed as to our aviation program most of 
this official muddling of figures would have been avoided, 
since the first cause of them would have been entirely 
removed. 
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ARMY DUTY AS RELATED TO EFFICIENCY, 


The boards of officers which for nearly a year have 
been at work on the fitness reports of Regular Army 
officers with the purpose of classification for promotion 
are still in session and will be for some time to come. 
These classifications are in groups of three, relatively on 
a par with the provision of the Army Reorganization bill 
now before the Senate for the single list; the third class 
being the officers to be recommended for elimination for 
inefficiency. In Army circles the element of danger in any 
elimination plan has been very thoroughly discussed, but 
without bringing forward any very definite scheme which 
would ensure certain justice in each case. The safe- 
guards in the Senate bill’s provision are considered as 
quite as close to a just system as it is possible to come. 
However, there are possible cases in which errors are 
likely to be made with resulting injustice to the officer 
and detriment to the Service. Such cases might arise 
if the report be true that the classification boards 
in their work are not considering the physical reports of 
the officers. Consequently the physical wear of a -war 
and the disturbed and uncertain period following conflict, 
which have undoubtedly made their impress upon some 
officers of the highest type and temporarily affected their 
ability to do full duty in posts of responsibility, ought to 
be seriously considered in every case Coming under the 
third classification particularly. . 

In this connection it is found that many officers be- 
lieve that the rigidity of the rule that an officer is either 
on sick leave or on duty might be relaxed somewhat and 
that éach officer should be considered as an individual 
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and from a physical standpoint judged from an individu- divi 
alistic and humane basis. As it is now an officer ‘comes ~ 
from a hospital certified by the surgeon in charge for 
duty and in some cases with a recommendation for lim- 
ited duty, which will tend to restore him to perfect p 
eal conditioz. If there happens to be no assigns 
open for limited duty, th: officer is generally. as- 
signed to duty that requires perfection in every physical 

faculty. The chief of a combat arm or head of a bureau 

or service has no other recourse, to be sure. What offi- 

cers who base their epinion on known such as 

those classified as nervous debility, believe should be 

done is that when a man whose restoration would be 

quickened by limited duty in a certain environment is 

discharged from a hospital, the surgeon in charge should 

recommend him to a physical survey in the Surgeon Gen- 

eral’s Office, and that the Surgeon General’s recom- 

mendation in such cases should be followed out explicitly, 
These officers point out thet there are camps, posts and 

stations of the Army whieh offer every conceivable variety 

of climate, elevation and cheerful environment, and that 

duty at these stations should be open at all times for 

officers who particularly need a health-restoring atmos- 

phere and only limited duty required of them. As a Te- 

sult an officer who, for no personal derelictivn, is tem- 

porarily at a low physical state requiring some duty to 

keep his mind occupied and the right surroundings. to 

influence a cheerful outlook on the future, would all the 

more rapidly regain his wonted equilibrium and elasticity - 
and soon be in condition to attack the hardest of duty. 

Kept in an Army hospital, such a man’s recovery is a 

lingering process because of the monotony and the men- 

tal influence of his surroundings. 

The very great step forward made since the war to 
conserve the health and good spirits of the enlisted per- 
sonnel and to provide a variety of recreation has been 
praised from every side. Results have been wonderful 
and it may in truth be said that the new Army is a 
very healthy and cheerful Army. About everything 
known in the catalog of factors in gaining a cheerful 
outlook is open to the men. The officers. to an extent, 
have a part in this because of necessary association in 
every activity of the enlisted personnel. But there are 
many officers who must be denied this contact, and it is 
to these officers that physical deterioration is a menace, 
no matter how diligently they obey the regulations as to 
physical exercise. It is in behalf of these officers the+ a 
sentiment is growing up in the Service that there should 
be humane and sympathetic survey, and that action im 
each individual case, as indicated in such survey, should 
follow the Surgeon General’s recommendations. 
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PRovipinc QuaRTERS FoR ARMY OFFICERS. 

The Wat Department has issued orders that the tem- 
porary buildings no, longer necessary for other purposes 
at the various Army poSts and cantonments, because of 
the demobilization of the troops in the war, shall be made 
inte officers’ quarters wherever possible. This will en- ~ 
able many of the officers to obtain housing accommoda- 
tions which they have been unable to do since the war 
began. It will also help to benefit the officers in that they 
will not have the usual high rents to pay, inasmuch as 
they will be furnished these quarters. The Construc- 
tion Division of the Army has been instructed to use 
every possible effort to make these quarters as habitable 
as possible under the circumstances whenever called upon_ 
by camp or post commanders. To make these buildings 
more liveable, assembly rooms and lobbies will be ar-~- 
ranged. This arrangement while, of course, not all that 
is to be desired ‘will be welcomed by a great many offi- 
cers who are laboring under the strain of living on the 
small pay of the Army. , 
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Fieet NavaL ResEeRvVE ENROLMENTS. 
The Bureau of Navigation, Navy Department, has’ re- 


quested commanding officers to see that the advantages of |. 


enrolment in the Fleet Naval Reserve are carefully ex- _ 
plained to eligible men at the time of discharge in the 
belief that many enrolménts would be made. This action 
is due to the fact the men have been presenting them- 
selves for re-enlistment in the Navy who were often but 
a few days over the four months necessary to obtain the 
benefits of continuous service, and who did not under- 
stand that one of the advantages of enrolment in the 
Fleet Naval Reserve within four months from date of 
honorable discharge is that men so enrolled may at any 
time during enrolment apply. for re-enlistment in the. 
Navy, receive their discharge from the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve, and be re-enlisted in the Navy with all the bene- 
fits of continuous service. The bureau states that it 
should be the aim to have every eligible man who does 
not contemplate re-enlistment under continuous service 
enrolled in the Fleet Naval Reserve.

twenty years to 1874 the ratio was about seven officers . ~_ 


per 100 men. For the next twenty-three years the ratio 
was nearly nine per 100. During the Spanish-American ~ 
War the ratio dropped to four officers per 100 men, in- 
creasing to six in 1903, dropping again to less than three 
officers per 100 men at the beginning of the World War, - 
At the present time, Feb. 28, 1920, the ratio is 4.26 offi- 
cers per 100 men.

- Rerort or ComManpanr, U.S. DiscreLiNarny BARRACKS. 


The annual report of Col. Sedgwick Rice, U.S.A., as 
commandant of the U.S. Disciplinary Barracks, Fort 
Leavenworth, Kas., for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1919, has been submitted to The Adjutant General of 
the Army. Reference is made to the fact that in October, 
1918, a mutiny occurred, many prisoners refusing to 
work, but measures were taken which temporarily met 
the situation. On May 21, 1919, one more outbreak took 

ce. Since the issuatice of the report still atiother out- 

k occurred, and was quickly suppressed, Reference 
is made to the organization of a general prisoner’s con- 
ference committee, in pursuance of orders from The Ad- 
jutant General of the Army “to effect co-operation -be- 
tween the administration and the men confined at this 
institution.” The report explains that “at this time, 
while in a way it has been helpful toward maintenance 
of good order and military discipline, the plan has. not 
been in operation long enough to form any definite opin- 
ion of_its real merits or demerits.” Later reports from 
Fort Leavenworth, it may be observed, have indicated 
that the plan did not prove successful, the prisoners 
having presumed on the privileges accorded them by the 
prison authorities. The report continues that in Octo- 
ber, 1918, that class of prisoners known as conse entious 
objectors began to arrive.,In November of that year the 
armistice was signed. “Shortly thereafter, arising in 
part from the two facts, problems in the management 
and discipline of the institution arose which were more 
or less difficult of solution. The varying situations were 
met as they arose, and the difficulties were or are in 
progress of being successfully handled.” An increase in 
the population of the institution, anticipated in the pre- 
vious réport, was realized during the fiscal year, the 
highest mark reached being on Feb. 28, 1919, with a pop- 
ulation of 3,708. The total amount expended during the 
year was $1,295,616. During the year 667 men were re- 
leased and 543 men discharged on parole; fifty-three vio- 
lated parole. One officer, 172 enlisted men and 216 gen- 
eral prisoners were tried and convicted by G.C.M. during 
the year. The enlisted strength of the Barracks Guard 
on June 30, 1919, was 540 men. Much difficulty was ex- 
perienced in obtaining experienced non-commissioned offi- 
cers suitable for duty with the Disciplinary Battalion, 
due to many having received commissions while others 
have been discharged. There have been many changes in 
the officer personnel of the battalion, most of the time 
there being so few officers that proper results in training 
could not be obtained. 
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U.S. Navy’s INFLUENCE ON Our Harpor SITEs. 

Rear Admiral John R. Edwards, U.S.N., in a paper 
read at the recent convention of the American Associa- 
tion of Port Authorities, held at Montreal, Canada, 
urged the detailing of experienced Navy officers as super- 
visors of our leading seaports. In speaking of the gen- 
eral study of harbor improvements he said: “Special 
reference is made to the early location of our navy 
yards, because the action of the Navy undoubtedly ma- 
terially influenced the trend of harbor development of 
the leading coastwise cities of our Atlantic coast dur- 
ing the past century. The Navy is therefore responsi- 
ble, in part, for the mistaken policy pursued by our 
leading steamship companies in acquiring sectiou: of 
the water frontage which were in close vicinity to resi- 
dential and business centers of communities. The fact 
should therefore be emphasized that even able and dis- 
tinguished naval officers of a century ago, men who had 
traveled all over the world and had opportunity to note 
the character and trend of harbor development, ap- 
peared to have had but little conception of either the 
eventual vast future extension of commerce, of the 
trend of design of ship construction or of the enormous 
demands that would eventually be made upon the water 
frontage of our leading ports to handle the commerce of 
the world.” Continuing, the Admiral said: “The ef- 
fective range of heavy guns of the battleship against 
shore fortifications has been overestimated, and as a re- 
sult the doctrine has been preached that no great har- 
bor oughi to be developed within ten or fifteen miles of 
deep water. The undue idolatry of the heavily armed and 
armored battleship has been, in fact, somewhat of a 
serious detriment to harbor development. If the range 
of guns of the battleships had not been exaggerated, why 
was not Wilhelmshaven, and particularly Ostend and 
Zeebrugge, destroyed early in the war? Is not Wilhelms- 
h-evn directly on Jade bay, an estuary of the North 
Sea, and does not the breakwater of that harbor consti- 
tute the only land projection between that naval base 
and deep water? This is an important feature of the 
problem of harbor development that should be inquired 
into, for the fact should be kept in mind that the com- 
bined fleet of capital ships that could have been assem- 
bled by the Entente Powers in.an attack upon the Ger- 
man ports of the North Sea would have been double, if 
not treble, in displacement and gun power of that of the 
defensive fleet that could have been gathered by Ger- 
many.” 
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BuryiIne THE DeaDd UNDER Fire. 

The following spirited description of the difficulties 
Army chaplains labored under in trying to bury the dead 
and preserve their effects while under fire at the front 
during the combat operations in France is taken from 
a personal letter written by a former chaplain of the 
20th U.S. Infantry from which we are privileged to 
quote. He writes: “One can hardly realize the condi- 
tions at the time, and how hard it was to bury the bodies 
while under fire. At times if you were able to bury 
the body and identify i:, it was all that could be done— 
ofttimes the bodies were mangled and had to be buried 
without an opportunity to gather any of the personal 
effects. We had no transportation, and no way of tak- 
ing care of the personal effects except to carry them on 
our own person and later send them to the proper au- 
thorities, When the number of dead ran into the hun- 
dreds it was quite a problem to take care of these arti- 
cles. We were in the line carrying light packs, travel- 
ing on foot, and during the time your relative was 
killed we were in the line for nearly six weeks. - There 
were séveral divisions = each division having 
twenty to twenty-five cha and each chaplain tried 
to bury the men near him, as it would be impossible to 
have gpl the men of each outfit buried by each chap- 
Jain of their own outfit. Each outfit is scatteréd, ‘the 
regiment of 3,600 men is ont, each company 

; ; .. You strive to bury the dead 
and you can’ gy A : 
and then send for the of thet ’ 
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outfit—he might have gone ahead with his men or he 
might have been wou or killed; you could not let 
the dead remain.unburied. This is just in explanation, 
to have you see how it could. happen that one of the 
men in outfit might be killed and buried and yet not 
have me in charge of the burial. Also that you might 
understand how at times the personal effects would not 
be forwarded to the relatives. When the effects were 
gathered up they were forwarded to the relatives through 
the regular military channels.” : 
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NAVAL RESERVE Force ORGANIZING. 

For the reorganization of the Naval Reserve Force the 
Bureau of Navigation is taking active steps along the 
general lines laid down by G.O. 153. In general the Re- 
serve Force is to be organzied into sections, divisions, bat- 
talions and brigades, depending upon the number of men 
in each particular lecality. The divisions will be or- 
ganized at the smaller centers; battalions will be formed 
in all important geographical locations where the person- 
nel is sufficient; and the battalions and divisions in any 
district will comprise the brigades, which will be num- 
bered according to the district. Because of this plan of 
organization it is apparent that all personvel im a dis- 
trict should be attached to a unit. The wide interest al- 
ready shown in the reorganization leads the officers of 
the bureau to believe that many of the Reserves are 
anxious to become identified with particular units in 
their respective localities and that while the law pro- 
vides that no member of the N.R.F. shall be recalled to 
active duty during this year, it is thought highly prob- 
able that many Reservists will report voluntarily for in- 
struction. The senior officers of the Naval Reserve Force 
from all parts of the United States in the recent confer- 
ence at Washington expressed their entire willingness to 
assist the ¢ommandants of naval districts in this or- 
ganization and in formulating plans to interest the Re- 
servists and get them together. With a view to getting 
this work under way without loss of time Reservists are 
being requested to inform the commandant in their dis- 
trict immediately whether or not they are able to give 
time to the work of organization, and on behalf of each 
commandant the Reservists are informed that to make a 
real force the commandant expects organization to be 
effected largely through the efforts of Naval Reserve offi- 
cers. Final details of organization will be arranged at a 
conference between Naval Reserve officers and an officer 
representing each commandant. 
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“A MATTER oF Srmprte Justicz.” 

Under the heading of “A Matter of Simple Justice” 
the Boston Transcript advocates adequate pay both for 
officers and enlisted men in our Army and Navy and 
certain kindred services, saying in part: “There is no 
lack of public interest with regard to the needs and the 
demands of employees in the purely industrial field of 
service. Should there be less for the men who make 
possible the due enforcement of our national civil law 
and who ever stand ready to defend our national honor, 
integrity and life? The soldier who upholds the execu 
tive arm of America’s civil democracy upholds that 
which alone can insure just and stable industrial rela- 
tions and conditions. Our entire national life is closely 
interdependent. But it sometimes seems as though our 
civilian public, except in times of great national emer- 
gency, were strangely indifferent to the value and the 
vital necessity of our Army in time of peace. The same 
people who are duly concerned with the high cost of 
living in civilian life seem sometimes to forget that mili- 
tary life is not_imimune from the inroads of that cost, 
and that the officer or enlisted man, on retirement, is 
entitled to compensation as adequate to the times as 
should be the pay of the equally competent civilian. .. . 
This matter of duly raising the pay of commissioned offi- 
cers and enlisted men goes to the very heart of the ques- 
tion of the perennial function of the military establish- 
ment in a democracy such as ours. It goes back of 
economy itself, for economy is only possible under sta- 
ble civil rule, and stable civ:i rule is only possible when 
freedom and law and order can be enforced and, there- 
fore, can be guaranteed by the presence of trained men 
pledged to enforce them at civic democracy’s behest.” 











HyGienic SUBMARINE SERVICE. 

In an interesting article on “Medical and Hygienic 
Aspects of the Submarine Service?’ which appears in 
the U.S. Naval Medical Bulletin for January, Lieut. 
Comdr. E. W. Brown, Med. Corps, U.S.N., discusses the 
medical and hygienic standpoints of the Service, which. 
in this. respect, he says, has a certain analogy to the Air 
Service. Speaking of the training of the submarine 
medical officers he writes: “The submarine medical offi- 
cer is a distinct specialist in one phase of naval activity. 
He must have special knowledge of ventilation and gases 
in their ‘relations to submarines, of the technique of air 
purification and the effects of increased CO, and de- 
creased oxygen from the physiological standpoint, of 
such gasés as chlorine and arsenic, of the physiological 
effects of air pressure, of functional tests for vision 
and hearing and of the treatment of such defects: of the 
physics and physiology of diving and a special knowl- 
edge of the proper conditioning of men for this very ex- 
acting and arduous form of naval service. He is, in 
addition, frequently called into consultation on matters 
conneeted with the examination of water for battery 
purposes, of battery electrolyte analysis for impurities 
and the testing of fuel and lubricating oils for sea water 
contamination.”

HELGOLAND Fortress Betnc DISMANTLED. 

Helgoland, which until two years cge was Germany's 
practically impregnable fortress, the defensive strength : 
of which was so great that the Allies decided that it was 
useless to attack it, is now so far dismantled as to be 
of no military value, according to a press dispatch from 
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worked by hydraulic power. The water necessary for 


the defense of the fortress and for sanitary purposes was 
drawn by huge Lowy oA from fifty feet below sea level. 
While the Germans believed the secret of the plan of 
fortifications was unknown to others than their govern- 
ment, it is now said that a British naval officer, who 
posed as an American naval officer, visited all the for 
tifications in 1913. 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

There is a continued improvement in the health of the 
troops in the United States, according to reports to the 
Surgeon General for the week ending Feb. 20.  Influ- 
enza and pneumonia conti.ue at nearly al) stations, but 
the number of new cases reported shows a decline from 
the preceding week, there being 707 cases influenza and 


51 pneumonia. Camps Benning, Knox and Upton were 
the only camps showing an increase in the ucimber of 
new cases of influenza, they having reported S5, 53 i :d 5S 
new cases. Camp Knox with e'ght new eases ef pnin- 
monia leads ix the number of new cases for the week. 
There is an inc. ¢ase in the number of new ca es of mea- 
sles, there being 47 reported. Of these Camp Upion re- 
ported 14 and Camp Dix 6. Camp Jackson report dt new 
eases of diphtheria. The death rate (10.8) is +) ghtly 
more than one-half that for the preceding week (260.1),

SEEKING Wortp ConTROL oF COMMUNICATIONS. 
Although not official in the sense of being ‘forwarded 
through channels,” some observations from officers of ihe 
Army and Navy on duty overseas are reaching friendly 
sources in Washington directing attention to military 
and other activities of the nations of Europe, and par- 
ticularly those nations with which the United States was 
associated in the World War. These observations, 
among other things, indicate that Great Britain, France 
and Italy, for all that those rations waged a debilitating 
war, are very much alive to present military opportuni- 
ties, and not inclined to overlook commercial advantages. 
One officer of unusual opportunity for observation gave 
in detail the activities of the English and stated his con- 
viction that, following along the lines which gave them 
eventually a preponderance of sea power, they afte now 
planning to gain world control of communications, by 
air, by cable and by radio. In this offieer’s opinion Con- 
gress is lulling itself into a doze over peace and other 
questions and it will not awaken until it is too Jate to 
gather up anything but the crumbs, unless some bestir- 
ring influence causes Congress to look sharp and be quick 
to act. France and Italy are awake and will dispute con- 
trol of communications, but in this officer’s opin‘on they 
will be helpless without the backing of the Un:ted States.

FRENCH CHILDREN ADOPTED IN ARMY. 

The Adjutant General is making an effort to secure 
the name and address of any French children adopted by 
officers or enlisted men who were or are still in the 
Army. The object of this search is in response to a re- 
quest from the Freneh “Embassy which has been advised 
that a certain number of French children who were sepa- 
rated from their parents during the war, while the latter 
were in invaded districts or because they were captured 
by Germans, have been adopted by American officers or 
énlisted men and brought to America. It is the earnest 
wish of The Adjutant General, therefore, to secure the 
names of all French children adopted by members of the 
Army in order that the living parents of any so adopted 
may be advised as to their whereabouts. Communica- 
tions concerning supposed French orphans adopted and 
brought to this country should be forwarded to The Ad- 
jutant General at once, together with the name of the 
officer or man who so adopted a French child. 
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INCREASE OF FRAUDULENT ENLISTMENTS. 

That an intensive recruiting campaign has its attend- 
ant evils, such as we pointed out in the “Jail or Army” 
irregularity recently noted at Louisville, Ky., is again 
demonstrated in reports from Ohio tending to show a 
sudden increase in fraudulent enlistments. This in- 
crease is confined to boys-under age, those who c-cline 
to take the oath as to their age, those who change their 
minds, and runaways. Where in the past more than 
ninety per cent. of applicants were enlisted, the figure 
has during the current drive dropped more than ten per 
cent. Attention of all recruiting officers has been di- 
rected to these incidents as a warning not to allow over- 
enthusiasm to becloud good judgment in securing appli- 
eants for enlistment.

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NEEDS OF THE MARINE CORPS. 

Naval Appropriation Hearings. 

Majer Gen. Commandant George. Barnett, U.S.M.C., 
read a formal statement of the needs of the Marine Corps 
to the members of the House Committee on Naval Af» 
fairs when he appeared before that body for the second 
time during the current hearings on Feb. 27. This re- 
port was an elaboration of his testimony given on the 
preceding day as noted in our issue of Feb. 28, page 796. 
Although -members of the committee sharply questioned 
General Barnett concerning the disposition of the Ma- 
rines and the necessity for the increase of personnel, he 
adhered to his statements and apparently succeeded in 
convincing the committee that the efficiency and useful- 
ness of the Marines would be lessened if the number was 
reduced. Provided an increase in pay was granted the 
Navy, General Barnett said that a like inerease would 
be looked forward to by the Army and the Marine Corps. 

In connection with the shortage of men in the Navy, 
General Barnett stated that he believed it was due to the 
low pay. He said that one battleship commander had 
informed him that “out of 900 men on shipboard one- 
half were practically worthless for ship duty, because of 
their age,” and added that many of these boys were un- 
der seventeen years. Chairman Butler asked the name 
of the officer who had made this statement, and General 
Barnett said: “Captain MacDougall made this state- 
ment to me.” Capt. William D. MacDougall, U.S.N., 
commands the U.S.S. Nevada. Mr. Butler said that the 
committee would investigate the case and also hear Ad- 
miral Robert E. Coontz, Chief of Operations, and Rear 
Admiral Thomas Washington, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. “If this condition exists there must be 
something wrong with the recruiting service,” said Rep- 
resentative Oliver. : 

In his formal statement General Barnett said: “If 
the Marine Corps is to carry out its mission as an inte- 
gral part of the Navy it should have enough officers and 
men, trained in their profession, to answer all calls of 
the Navy Department for detachments afloat, garrisons 
for navy yards, ammunition depots, foreign possessions 
administered by the department, and for expeditionary 
and advance base forces, to be instantly available and of 
the highest- efficiency. The efficiency of expeditionary 
organizations can best be obtained by training them for 
@s duty as a brigade unit, and to do this an increase 
in the permanent strength of the Marine Corps is im- 
perative.” In addition to the 27,467 recommended for 
peace time strength the General stated that he favored 
new enlisted grades for aviation duties, as follows: 108 
aero sergeants, 114 mechanics, first class; 153 mechanics 
second class, and 186 mechanics, third class; and he 
recommended establishing the grade of cook. He pro- 
posed to establish certain post and regimental bands by 
reducing the number of privates and increasing the num- 
ber of sergeants major, sergeants and corporals by 24, 44 
and 72 respectively. 

As to increasing the number of officers for aviation 
duty General Barnett said: “If the permanent enlisted 
strength is increased to 27,467 the authorized number 
of officers will, in accordance with the act of Aug. 29, 
1916, be proportionately increased, the actual figures 
being an increase from 693 officers, as now allowed by 
law, to 1,096 officers, which is the number now tem- 
porarily allowed for this fiscal year, and the act of Aug. 
29, 1916, will also govern the number of officers in each 
grade. It is proposed to use 100 officers exclusively for 
aviation duties, and a careful survey of the duties re- 
quired in times of peace has convinced me that we can- 
not afford to take 100 officers from the line for aviation 
purposes without detracting from the efficiency of the 
corps as a whole. I therefore recommend that in addi- 
tion to the number of officers allowed on the enlisted 
strength authority be granted to appoint sixty additional 
officers for aviation duty, ten in the grade of captain, 
twenty in the grade of first lieutenant and thirty in the 
grade of second lieutenant. These sixty officers, plus 
forty officers that we would automatically get by reason 
of a thousand additional men included in the 27,467, are 
deemed absolutely necessary to properly carry out our 
aviation activities. 


Sources of Officer Supply. 


“In the event of the approval by Congress of the per- 
manent increase in the enlisted personnel,’’ General Bar- 
nett continued, “with corresponding increase in the al- 
lowance of officers, a great many of the additional offi- 
cers will be obtained from officers now serving in the 
corps, temporarily, and who rendered most excellent ser- 
vices in the commissioned grades during the war. A 
board of officers recently recommended for permanent 
commission officers whose efficiency had been estab- 
lished.” He added that he believed that “a great many 
temporary officers who have been recommended by the re- 
cent board should be transferred to the permanent Ma- 
rine Corps in the ranks now held by them, that of cap- 
tain and below, as it has been proved that the efficiency 
of the corps will in no way be lessened by these officers 
receiving permanent appointments, but, on the contrary, 
it will be increased.’ He advised the continuation of 
temporary appointments for another year as there are 
not enough temporary officers now in the Service who 
would fill all existing vacancies to be created by the pro- 
posed increase of the enlisted strength, and he put in 
ba record a proposed section for the bill to provide for 
this. 

General Barnett recommended twenty-five additional 
marine gunners and twenty-five additional quartermaster 
clerks, and also recommended the promotion of warrant 
officers to the grade of chief warrant officer, after quali- 
fying for this increased rank, in order to place them on 
a parity with their brother officers of the Navy as re- 
gards rank, pay and allowances. In recommending con- 
tinuation of the present system of promotion of officers 
until July, 1922, General Barnett said: “In order that 
all the permanent promotions consequent upon the in-*® 
crease in the Marine Corps shall be made in accordance 
with present laws, and shall not be affected by any bill 
that may be passed for the Army, it is recommended that 
permanent promotions during the next two years shall 
be made in accordance with laws now in force. When 
the committee decided to prepare a personnel bill_late 
last summer, I was directed by the Secretary the 
Navy to submit a draft of a bill authorizing promotion 
by selection in the Marine Corps, to be as nearly as pos- 
sible like the laws now in force regarding promotion by 
selection in the Navy. I complied with the Secretary’s 
directions,.and a proposed bill was transmitted to the 
committee. This bill did not represent the views of the 
Marine Corps, but was simply the Navy law made ap- 
plicable to the, Marine Corps with certain modification,” 

General Barnett expressed his admiration for the Sen- 
ate Army Reorganization bill (S. 3792), and added: 
“The Marine Corps being strictly a military branch of 
the Service, I believe that provisions of the Wadsworth 
Army bill are more applicable to the corps than present 
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Navy laws, and I am of the opinion that the Wadsworth 
bill, if applied to the Marine Corps, with certain modi- 
fications, would be a much better selection bill than the 
one now in force in the Navy.”. He called the attention 
of the committee to the fact that he had submitted drafts 
of bills, one patterned after Navy law and the other 
after the Wadsworth bill, and requesting promotions be 
not made until after June 30, 1922. 


Advocates Promotion by Seniority. 

“My reasons for doing this are twofold,’ said Gen- 
eral Barnett, “and I earnestly recommend that promotion 
by selection be not adopted for the Marine Corps until 
all promotions consequent upon the permanent increase 
of the corps as provided in the present proposed legisla- 
tion have been effected by seniority in accordance with 
the present laws. All officers. serving temporarily in the 
higher grades at the present time would be entitled to 
permanent promotion, as the present temporary strength 
is the same as the proposed permanent strength, and 
officers now holding temporary commissions in higher 
grades were promoted by seniority; and I am firmly of 
the opinion that it would be decidedly not to the best in- 
terests of the corps, as regards efficiency, to permanently 
promote these officers other than in the same manner in 
which they were temporarily promoted. I also believe 
that before promotion by selection becomes a law for the 
Marine Corps, officers in the Service should have 
some preliminary warning, and that this law should not 
come out of a clear sky. While in the past under the 
system of promotion by seniority certain officers of 
mediocre capacity may have been promoted continuously, 
yet I believe the efficiency of the corps has not been les- 
sened to any appreciable extent by the seniority system. 

“While I am in favor, as a general proposition, of 
selecting officers for promotion regardless of their length 
of service, if their records manifeg:ly indicate that they 
are more efficient than their brother officers of equal rank 
put longer service, and that it appears for the best 1n- 
terest of the Service to promote them over the heads of 
their seniors; yet. in view of the fact that the Marine 
Corps is essentially a small organization, and under the 
proposed bill will only have a-small number of officers to 
be considered for promotion by selection each time that 
a selection board meets, I desire to take the liberty of 
suggesting to the committee that before the principle of 
promotion by selection is enacted into law for the Ma- 
rine Corps the committee get the views of such officers of 
the corps as it sees fit to call,~including those who would 
have this principle of promotion by selection applied to 
them, in order that these officers may express to the 
committee their ideas on a subject of such vital im- 
portance to them. The eemmittee’s attention is invited 
to the fact that it is believed that if the Wadsworth bill, 
or any similar bill providing promotion by selection for 
the Army, is enacted into law, it will automatically ap- 
ply to the Marine Corps unless a specific law for the 
corps, either continuing seniority or providing selection 
is enacted, as the Marine Corps is governed by Army 
laws in regards to promotion, under provisions of the 
act of July 28, 1892.” 

General Barnett recommended that officers perma- 
nently promoted to higher grade while serving tempo- 
rarily therein shall take rank from date of temporary 
commission. He said: “Both the Army and the Navy 
have received increases in their permanent commissioned 
personnel, while the Marine Corps has not -been in- 
creased since March 26, 1917, when by the President’s 
proclamation it was increased to its present permanent 
strength. Accordingly, officers of the same or less length 
of service in the other branches of the Service have re- 
ceived permanent promotion, while their, brother officers 
of the Marine Corps had not, and this legislation will 
equalize the rank of the Marine Corps officers with their 
brother officers of like length of service in the other mili- 
tary branches.” He also recommended the payment of 
six months’ gratuity upon the death of officers and en- 
listed men, already enacted into law for the Army. 


How Enlisted Strength Would Be Disposed. 


A memorandum filed with the committee by General 
Barnett showed that the corps is down to a strength of 
15,400 and that there are still approximately 1,200 war- 
time men to be discharged. There are 555 permanent 
and 462 temporary officers, a total of 1,017. He stated 
the 27,467 enlisted strength was most conservative, pro- 
viding approximately 2,700 for ships of-the Navy, 225 for 
the Virgin Islands, and 2,100 for Santo Domingo, 1,200 
for Haiti, 375 for Hawaii, 125 for legation guard at 
Nicaragua, 314 for the Philippines, 287 for the legation 
guard in Peking, 375 for Guam, 320 for Guantanamo 
Bay, 500 for Cuba expeditionary regiment, 23 for San 
Juan radio station, 1,000 for aviation. For the ad- 
vanced base and expeditionary force at Philadelphia 
1,397, technical troops, one regiment of Artillery and one 
Infantry brigade, or about 5,500 men in all. General 
Barnett said: “In fact we cannot at present carry out 
all the orders from the Chief of Naval Operations in re- 
gard to furnishing marine detachments, and the force 
now at all naval stations has been reduced to such an 
extent that all commandants have shown the necessity 
for more instead of fewer men than the authorized al- 
lowance.” - In conclusion he stated that recruiting is 
progressing as satisfactorily as can be expected and it is 
estimated that, after deducting probably discharges in the 
next five months, the strength of the Marine Corps at 
the end of the fiscal year will be about 19,000 men. 

General Barnett was again before the committee on 
Feb. 28, accompanied by Brig. Gen. Charles L. MeCaw- 
ley, quartermaster, who explained the needs of the corps 
and detailed the estimates of the appropriation of $31,- 
750,813.28, as related to a strength of 27,400 men. The 
committee was very much pleased to hear from General 
McCawley that $40,000,000 of the war-time appropria- 
tion for the Marine Corps had been turned back into the 
Treasury and that shortly an additional $10,000,000 will 
be recovered to the Treasury. 

General Lejeune informed the committee on March 1 
that tentative plans were completed for the establish- 
ment of a permanent camp at Quantico for the Marine 
Corps and that present estimates indicated an appro- 
priation of approximately $2,000,000 was necessary to 
put the plans in concrete form. About $500,000 was 
estimated for a heating and lighting system, $500,000 
for drainage and water system and $1,000,000 for addi- 
tional barracks. He declared it was not the purpose of 
the Marine Corps to request the completion and adop- 
tion of these plans at this time, but thought it advisable 
to have the committee informed. Chairman Britten of 
the sub-committee on appropriations on thinking the 
question over said: “The General’s proposition sounds 
excellent and since we are making changes at Quantico 
I think we could afford to put this plan in operation 
now and in the end save considerable money.” General 
Lejeune uested the committee to make an appropria- 
tion of $130,000 for the purpose of altering buildings 
into officers’ quarters, since there is a need for such 
ntico. For this reason Mr. Britten 
ed that it would be the proper arrangement to begin 
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permanent construction at the camp at this time and 
not to make a piecemeal building plan out of it. Gen- 
eral Lejeune spoke with feeling about the 4th rien is) 
of Marines in the fighting at Chateau-Thierry, he © 
was requested by Chairman Butler to tell the committee — 
seme of the things the Marines did in France in the 
late war.

FINAL REPORT, PROVOST MARSHAL GENERATI. 

The annual report of Major Gen. E. H. Crowder, — 
U.S.A., Provost Marshal General, covering the opera-. - 
tions of the selective draft from May’ 18, 1917, the date — 
of the selective service act, to July 15, 1919, with spe- 


cial reference to the operations since Dec. 20, the © 
date of his second report, has been submitted to the 
Secretary of War. ‘ ‘ae 


General Crowder explains that since the submission of 
his second report the activities of the ve service © 
organization have béén devoted chiefly to its own demo- 
bilization. The report then gives in chronological order, 
in a general way, the several orders issued preliminary — 
to the demobilization of the selective service system, and 
directs attention to what are termed “considerafions of — 
the greatest importance.’ Within the records of the 
boards, it states, were contained the war histories of 
nearly 24,000,000 Americans. “Upon some cf them was 
written a record of patriotism to which those registrants 
and their descendants would look with greatest pride; 
upon others was a record of ignominy and unpunis 
delinquency that the nation could not afford to leave un- 
dealt with. The pride, the sorrow, the sacrifice and the 
patriotism of the nation were contained within the ree- 
ords of the local boards.” “The task of properly assem- 
bling those records, the report continues, was a vitally 
important one and no less important than it heathen § 
mendous. Scattered throughout the breadth of the land, — 
lying in the offices of the 4,648 local boards, 155 district 
boards, 1,319 medical advisory boards and fifty-two state 
headquarters were the records of nearly 24,000,000 men. 

It was necessary, before assembling all these records, to _ 
bring about a uniform system of filing them in order to | 
avert certain confusion when they were finally gathered 
en masse. When it is considered that these records, as 
assembled, made up a file of cases which, if placed end 
to end, would make a line fifty miles long and contained ~ 
a volume of 400,000 cubic feet of paper, requiring ap- ~ 
proximately ten acres of floor space for their accommo- — 
dation, the magnitude of the task that confronted the de- 
partment when it began their assembling can well be 
envisioned.” The method by which these records were 
collected and tabulated is given. 

Total Net Desertion&, 337,649. 

General Crowder explains that in his second report 
statistics concerning desertions were available as of 
Sept. 11, 1918, only. The available data at that time ~ 
disclosed 474,816 registrants reported as deserters, but ~ 
after accounting for all these there remained a net total 
of 363,838 cases of desertion. At the time of the second” 
report 67,838 men bad been arrested and their cases dis- 
posed of. Final aid complete statistics covering the en-. 
tire operation of the draft up to July 15, 1919, showed 
that out of a total registration of 23,908,576 men there 
were reported 489,003 cases of desertion. Of this num- 
ber 151,354 cases were accounted for by enlistment in 
our own armies and those of our allies and erroneous in- 
duction of aliens and other registrants, so that the total 
net desertions were reduced to 337,649. Of this num- 
ber 163.738 men have been arrested and their cases dis- _ 
posed of, leaving 173,911 not punished or accounted for. ~ 
“Tt therefore appears that out of a total registration of 
more than 23,000,000 men but 1.41 per cent. $ 
sought to escape the military obligation imposed on them 
by the Selective Service law. It also we that be- 
tween Sept. 11, 1918, and June 30, 1919, 00 deserters — 
have been arrested.

EFFICIENCY REPORT PROBLEMS. 


To tar Ep.ror or tHe Aruy AND Navy JOURNAL: 

Muay I cali attention to another phase of the futility 
of the efficiency report as a means of determining the 
value to be placed on an officer’s services? A large num- 
ber of officers of rank not higher than that of major are 
commanding separate posts and, in a great many in- 
stances, are absolutely unknown to their regimental and 
department commanders, the officers supposed to be re- 

msible for the .ratings. Efficiency reports are de- 

gned “to convey an accurate estimate of the character 
of the service performed” and to make known “any pe- 
culiar qualifications possessed by the officer for any par 
ticulur line of work.” With what amount of accuracy 
can the — officer fill out reports when he has never 
even visited the post commanded by the rated oflicer and 
when he is absolutely ignorant of the manner in which 
that officer has performed his duties? 

Take a concrete example: For nearly five months I 
have been in command of a separate post. During that 
time the regiment has had three different commanders, 
and there is not a single officer of rank superior to mine 
in it, under whom or even with whom I have served for 
three months. The result is that I have the choice of 
selecting either horn of the following dilemma: I may 
be rated on the most important items of the whole re- 
port oy an officer who, even though actuated by the very 
best of intentions, is not and cannot be in a position to 

@ an accurate or just report; or I may go absolutely 
warated. How can a regimental commander who has 
seen me just once for about twenty minutes or a de- 
partment commander who, so far as I know, has never 
seen me, be expected to give an even approximately just 
rating? Yet the work that a post commander does is 
probably about as important as any that an officer has 
to perform in peace time and he naturally feels that he 
should be given the proper amount of credit if eredit is 
dee. Especially must he fee! that he is being unfairly 
treated when he stops to think that it is apparently the 
intention to make the efficiency report the greatest fac 
tor in determining an officer's future in the Service and 
when he further stops to reflect that the part of the 
efficiency repert that can, at present, be fairly or ac- 
enrately made out by those entrusted with that duty is

° PERPLEXED. 
UNCERTAINTIES OF A RATING SYSTEM. 
To rue Epiror oF THe ARMY AND Navy JourNAL: 

Although no longer in the Army I am interested in its 
affairs and have followed quite closely the matter of pro- 
motion by seniority and by selection. Theoretically the 
latter is the proper method, but practically it is the 
other that works. To prove my point I will give my 
own experiences. Having followed very special work 
in my profession of medicine I was assigned to the Army 
Medical School when ordered to active duty in Septem- 
ber, 1917. A month there and I was sent to the Rocke- 
feller Institute ; then to the laboratory of a base hospital. 
At that time I was a captain but before November was 
over I received commission as major, and took charge of 
the laboratory till February, 1918. After that I was 
sent to one of .he department laboratories where I was 
under a man who has an internatioual reputation as an 
expert in laboratory methods, a Regular Army man 
It was my duty to plan a course of laboratory instruc- 
tion for enlisted men and take charge of those assigned to 
that duty. For one year I had the pleasure and the 
Privilege of coming in daily contact with my superior 
officer. During that time some six hundred men went 
through the school. 

It was in this period that the very elaborate qualifica- 
tion cards were coming into evidence. On two occa- 
sions I wus rated above eighty. When the work came 
to a close I was assigned chief of laboratory of the base 
hospital in a large camp. receiving discharge after 
some six months my qualification card was dug out and 
I was given my rating. During the three months that 
superior officer had been in charge he had been in the 
laboratory three times. He had but little conception of 
the actual working details, nor was he very well up-to- 
date with the theoretical side. The rating he gave me 
was sumething over sixty. He also was a Regular Army 


man. 
What I wish to bring out is this. Of what value is 


the rating system when such variations are possible? 
One of the leaders in his branch of medicine, a man with

whom I came daily into close contact, gives me an un- 
usually high rating. Another man who knows compara- 
tively little, when compared with the first, rates me fully 
twenty ints lower. It was not due to any personal 
dislike am quite sure. I always found him very 
courteous and agrecable. It was merely that he had a 
different method of determining the ratings. If I were 
looking for promotion by selection which rating would 
be given the preference, or would an average be taken? 
The more that the matter is investigated the more evi- 
dent does it become that promotion by selection can 
never be justly carried out. It also tends to wipe out 
in one sweep the entire morale of the Army. To one 
looking on from the outside it seems that the position of 
the Army officer to-day is a deplorable one, and there 
seems to be little hope for the future,

RETIREMENT FOR THOSE PASSED OVER. 


To tne Eprror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It is proposed to set back the date for the retirement 
of lieutenant commanders from July 1, 1920, to July 1, 
1921. The date has already been set back for com- 
manders. This modification of the original law was an 
injustice to the officers affected. This law of Aug. 29, 
1916, seems essentially wrong so far as the rights of the 
individual are concerned in that there has been no privi- 
lege of retirement for those passed over, and not pro- 
moted in their turn. Their retention in the active Navy 
causes a loss in morale, not counter-balanced by the in- 
crease in number of officers in the grade. When it comes 
to thinning out necessary to maintain the correct ratios 
in the various grades, it should be up or out. This 
status of down-and-in is unfair to the individual and to 
the organization. It should be the privilege of every offi- 
cer passed over in promotions to retire at his own option. 
Retirement should be compulsory upon reaching the 
limit for age-in-grade, as this is essential to efficiency of 
the organization. . 

The proposed change in the law should be looked at 
from the standpoint of those most affected by it. There 
is in it a strong element of injustice. It means taking 
away from individuals a right that belongs to them by 
antecedent and existing law. The wrong that-has been 
done in the case of the commanders should not be taken 
as a precedent to add more wrong, until all the good that 
was in the ‘original law shall have been taken from it. 
Let us adhere to the essential feature of this law—the 
age-in-grade, the lack of which im the past has been the 
one great drawback to our efficiency. In order to satisfy 
the greatest number of interests we might defer the 
compulsory retirement another year, but let those who 
want to retire under the law as it stands have their 
privilege.

Army 
officers and their families ure used to disappointments 
and sacrifices of all kinds, but this changing back of the 
ravk that has been won and more than deserved, has 
nade a wound that will be hard to heal. Injustice and 
ingratitude are words that Americans are tot used to. 
And the Regulars stand out first and foremost as true, 
loyal, patriotic, Americans! After the past months of 
heart breaking anxiety it is the greatest trial and sor- 
rew to wives and families to see such injustice heaped 
wm those they care for most. 





ARMY WITE. 
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PROPERTY ACCOUNTING SYSTEM. 
To tre Eprror or THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

We now have had the “new system” of property ac- 
counting for one year. We had two “physical” inyen- 
tories, we have increased the number of our civilian 
clerks from 10,000 to 48,000 and increased the paper- 
work to such volumes that if all the shipping tickets, 
receiving reports, l’, & §. notices, finance circulars, ete., 
eould be placed together they would take as «eich room 
as the 50,000 books in the West Point Library. This 
only in one year. What will it be in time to come? 
‘The Auditing Department seems to be “up in the air,” 
as every auditor has another interpretation. Even the 
forms will not coincide. Take the white copy of the 
receiving report and the colored copies (last issue) and 
one cannot make carbon copies as there is much more 
“jank” on the white ccpy than on the colored copies. 

May I cite a few instances, how the new system works: 
An ecr in Zone 4 was ordered to make a map, to be 
delivered at a certain date to the C.G. He needed col- 
ored drawing ink aud made requisition for it. The camp 
S.O. could not furnish it, so the requisition went to the 
zone 8.0.; the zone $8.0. had all but green ink, so he in 
turn requisitioned to the Domestic Distribution Division 
in Washington. They found out that in Zone 1 a gur- 





- plus of green ink existed and ordered it shipped to Zone 
7. 


The whole affair took three months. In the mean- 
time the oftieer, pressed for time, had gone into the near- 
est town, spent twenty-five cents of his own money and 
complied with orders of his C.O., delivering the map 
on tine. 

Another instance: A post in the Zone 4 requisitioned 
on Sept. 7 some cigars for December requirements (in- 
tended for sale during the holidays). P's» Jan. 15, 1920, 


the depot asked if some other kind 
substituted in-place of int ced ate ” 
We hear much 


in Congress about economy, t Con- 
do not what 
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they preach if they keep up this system. There ‘are 
more reports to be made than at any other time during 
my service (which is twenty-two years) and «ven after 
the reports are sent in they just seem to be filed. For 
instance: A commissary in the East mailed the report 
on packing house products on the last of a month. On 
the fifth of the next month a letter was received asking 
if any pork in barrels could be set aside as surplus. Had 
the civilian clerk at the depot taken time and pains te 
look up the report of that post he would have found 
that there was no pork in barrels on hand at that point, 
From last reports 132 old Q.M. sergeants returned to 
the Service, after “their services were no longer re 
quired” as officers. All of these have only a few more 
years to do to retire and could not afford to “stay out.” 
None of us expect to see the warrant officer grade; but 
we ask: Give us a system with which to work and 
which will place the Army on its old efficiency. 
QUARTERMASTER SERGEANT. 


DEMOTION, PROMOTION AND MORALE. 


To THE Eprror oF THE Army AND Navy JouRNAL: 

An illuminating example of the results of the present 
method (or lack of method) of demotion and temporary 
promotion is affoided by noting the situation in one regi- 
ment on the Mexican border. It has one colonel, one 
major and one captain (regular grade), the two latter 
having been demoted. All the other captains are tem- 
porary or emergency officers, as are three extra colonels, 
two extra lieutenant colonels and four majors—all junier 
in service and Regular rank to the one captain. ‘There 
are twenty-four first lieutenants, nine serving as tempo- 
rary captains, and three second lieutenants. Over twenty 
of these officers are daily expecting to be demoted, and 
the state of demoralization and confusion caused by these 
Jamentable conditions cannot fail to interfere with effi- 
cient service. 

The roster of this one regiment is typical of those in 
many organizations throughout the Army. The unfortu- 
nate*situation as to officers’ pay is bad enougl—many 





officers of long service finding that common laborers 
about the post are better paid than they are—but the 
disorder due to irregular rank and the threat of more 
“promotion by selection’ are responsible for many resig- 
nations of capable and valuable officers who will be hard 


to replace. Let us hope that the War Department will 
soon “catch up with itself’ and settle the unrest that 
threatens the very foundations of the Service!

LOCALIZATION OF UNITS. 


To THE Epiror oF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

In localizing units the War Department has erystal- 
ized an idea which has been in the minds of many offi- 
cers for some time. The effect on an organization of 
being recruited from a certain district or locality can- 
not fail to be of inestimable value to the morale of its 
members, not to speak of the great benefit to be derived 
from the interest of the local community and its conse- 
quent co-operation with the military authorities. 

In order to insure the best results it would be neces- 
sary to assign permanent home stations to units, as the 
constant changing of stations is one of the main factors 
which tend to destroy local interest. Also to give cer 
tain appropriate local names to units in addition to their 
numerical designations. For instance, the battalion of 
which the writer is a member is stationed at Plattsburg 
Barracks, N.Y. If this organization was termed “The 
Adirondack Rifles” it could not help but arouse interest 
on the part of the local inhabitants which in turn, would 
obviate to a great extent the recruiting problem. This 
idea could be materially helped by prescribing certain 
distinctive additions to the uniform such as badges, in- 
signia, etc., to distinguish the unit in the eyes of the 
casual observer. The effect on the men of such a policy 
cannot be overestimated. 

This plan of localization is in such general practice 
throughout the various armies of the world, and has re- 
sulted in such ‘success, notably in the British army, 
where localizing units is encouraged to the utmost, that 
it appears to need no further favorable comment. .

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ARMY FIELD CLERKS. 


To Tue Environ or Time ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

‘The Army reorganization bill as introduced contains 
a provision to appoint 750 warrant officers and elimi- 
pate all Army ficld clerks. Surely it is not the inten- 
tion of Congress or the General Staff to eliminate these 
clerks who have served for years in different offices of 
the Service and who have performed the clerical duties 
of the Army in such an efficient manner. The writer, 
now a field clerk, entered the Service as an enlisted man 
and worked his way up throngh the noncommissioned 
grades to regimental sergeant major and was honorably 
discharged to aceept an appvintment as an Army field 
elerk? Is it possible, now, after all these years of ser- 
vico, that he is to be discharged from the Service? 
There are on duty at 2 number of Army posts and sta- 
tions numerous field clerks, of whom but few had seen 
service prior to April 2, 1917. Those who were in active 
service at the outbreak of the war, and who have since 
been appointed Army field clerks, and who have per- 
formed their dutics satisfactorily, should be retained ia 
the permanent Service. These clerks, prior Service men, 
have a knowledge of Army paper work that could not or 
has not been attained by any men entering the Service 
since April 2, 1917. ‘The majority who were in the Ser- 
vice when everybody was loath to praise the Army, and 
who now hold temporary appointments as ficld clerks, 
ahould be retained as warrant officers. There are proba- 
bly not more than 250 of them at present in the Servica 
The majority of temporary field clerks, especially those 
of “war” service, are under the impression that Army 
peper work can be mastered in about thirty days, and 
after that period has passed they proceed to “invent” 
new and “wonderful” systems of paper work. But they 
goon resign, only soonor or later to apply for reinstate. 
ment, finding out that old Uncle Sam’s Army is a pretty 
good place after all. 

Let us all get together, put our shoulders to the 
wheel, and help put through a bill giving the Army 

clerks a definite status—eliminating the deadwood 

and get back on a pre-war basis. Give the field clerks a 
warrant grade. Give them retirement at the end of 
thirty years’ service. Give them longevity pay and the 
ether allowances. Stop changing their status, etc, so 
often; give them a chance to get settled, and watch the 
efficiency 





of the clerical personnel go up. 
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R.0.T.C. CONFERENCE AT WAR DEPARTMENT. 

Under the direction of Col. Frank J.- Morrow, chief of 
the R.0.T.C, Branch, War Plans Division, General Staff, 
Army officers on R.O.T.C. duty and representatives of 
educational institutions met in conference at the War 

epartment, Washington, D.C., on March 1. Among the 
prominent educators in attendance were President M. L. 
Burton, University of Minnesota; Presidents Stone of 
Purdue University, Riggs of Clemson Agricultural Col- 
lege, Demarest of Rutgers, and Henry L. Drinker of Le- 
high. The conference resolved itself into committees for 
the consideration of the various problems presented with 


reference to the R.O.T.C., among these being supply and 
equipment, bonding and insurance, revision of courses, 
instructing personnel, academic credits for military work 
and the future deyelopment and expansion of the Re- 
serve Officers’ Training Corps. These committees re- 
ported to the conference as a whole on the following day 
and their recommendations were discussed and in the 
main adopted as the recommendations of the conference. 
Among these recommendations were the following: 

That all units of the R.O.T.C. be similarly uniformed 
in a manner conforming to the uniform of the U.S. 


Army, but with distinctive insignia; provided that this 
does not apply to essentially military schools where the 
gray uniform is habitually used. That the War Depart- 
ment exercise great care in selecting officers for detail as 
instructora in order to secure those particularly well 
adapted for such duty and that no officers be so detailed 
or relieved without consultation with and the consent of 
the institutional authorities. That there be no change in 
the present system of bonding the institutions for the 
military property issued, except that pending final com- 
pletion of the bond, a certificate from the head ofthe in- 
stitution .to the effect that the bond will be completed, 
be accepted as sufficient guarantee to warrant the im- 
mediate use of the necessary equipment. That the War 
Department do not require the institution to carry fire 
insurance on the Government property for the use of the 
R.0.T.C. 

Secretary of War Baker addressed the conference 
briefly on March 2, expressing his satisfaction with the 
cordial and co-operative spirit manifested in the educa- 
tors coming to Washington to assist the War Depart- 
ment in the settlement of the questions and problems in 
connection with the R.O.T.C. He referred to the im- 
portance of the corps as a means for bringing the Mili- 
tary Establishment and the people of the country closer 
together through the military training of the youths in 
the schools and colleges of the country. He stated that 
he believed much, if not all, of the opposition to univer- 
sal military training would disappear if the people could 
come to appreciate that in such a system as is now pro- 
posed by the Wadsworth bill there is absolutely no danger 
of developing a state of “militarism.” In a majority of 
eases, he said, this fear seems to be a primary cause of 
any disinclination to adopt a universal training system. 
He urged that the spirit of true democracy is far too 
deeply ingrained in the American character to be capable 
of any disturbance because of-a familiarity with military 
training which could be gained through the proposed 
four months’ training. 

Another Conference on March 12. 

“Before the conference adjourned on March 2 it_ex- 
pressed its appreciation informally to Col. William Las- 
siter, Gen. Staff, for his uniform courtesy as presiding 
officer, and to Major Gen. William G. Haan for his 
hearty words of good cheer and encouragement. Of the 
various questions settled in committee and recommended 
for adoption, the conference gave its approval to prac- 
tically all by unanimous vote. In a resolution submitted 
by President Burton, which was unanimously indorsed, 
the conference expressed its satisfaction over the benefits 
and information derived at this session, its gratification 
in meeting the officers of the Army for the discussion of 
R.O.T.C. problems, and proposing conferences in the 
future be held for the same or similar purposes. The 
second conference is scheduled for March 12, when mem- 
bers of the General Staff will meet superintendents and 
other representatives of high schools to consider the 
problems of these schools in connection with the R.0.T.C. 


Professors of Military Science in Session. 

Professors of military science and tactics from many 
institutions in the Central and-Egstern States: met with 
R.0.T.C. officers on duty at various department head- 
quarters at the War Department on March 8. Col. 
Frank J. Morrow, Gen. Staff, presided. The conference 
discussed questions relating to instruction, policy and 
administration in connection with the R.O.T,C.

NATIONAL GUARD INSTRUCTION. 


The Militia Bureau of the War Department, of which 
Major Gen. J. McI. Carter is the head, has announced 
a general scheme of field training and instruction for the 
National Guard for the year 1920. During this year the 
National Guard will attend a field training period of fif- 
teen days, and, in addition, schools of instruction for 
officers and specially selected men may be held for a 


period not to exceed four days’ actual attendance in 
eamp. 

Reccsements of the National Guard for field training 
will be under the general supervision of the department 
commanders, who will, after direct correspondence with 
the adjutants general of the several states within their 
departments, prepare all plans, fix the dates and places 
of encampments, designate the units to attend, and ap- 
prove programs of instruction in accordance with the 
general scheme outlined in the “Suggestions for Train- 
ing the National Guard, 1919,” and in the present an- 
nouncement. In view of the present state of appropria- 
tions, wherever possible, these encampments should be 
held before July 1, 1920. It is believed ample funds will 
be available to hold them after ‘that date, if deemed 
necessary. 

In addition to the regular field training eneampments 
for all troops, it is desired that additional camps of in- 
struction for officers and specially selected enlisted men 
be held- wherever practicable. These camps will also be 
under the supervision of the department commanders, 
who will approve schedules of instruction and detail the 
necessary officers from the troops under their commands 
to carry out the programs of instruction. These camps 
of instruction, the Military Bureau points out, should 

wherever practicable prior to the r field 
training encampment, and full advantage should -be 
taken of the opportunity thus offered of preparing offi- 
cers to carry out the programs of instruction prepared 
for the poorly. field training period. Special a 
ments should be made at these camps for the enn al 





of medical officers and non-commissioned officers and se- 
lected privates,. first class, Sanitary troops. 

The attention of all concerned is called to the fact that 
all members of the National Guard must have early no- 
tice of the dates set for encampments in order that 
suitable arrangements may be made in their business 
affairs for their absence therefrom at the proper time, 
After the dates for an encampment have been deter 
mined upon and announced, no change therein should be 
made, for such a change not only affects the members of 
the National Guard but seriously affects and disrupts all 
administrative arrangements made for leaves, vacations, 
ete., by the employers of members of the Guard for their 
entire force of employees. 
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PORTSMOUTH NAVAL PRISON. 
Report of Special Board. 

The board appointed to report on conditions at the 
Portsmouth, N.H., Naval Prison, consisting of the As- 
sistant Secretary of the Navy, Rear Admiral H. QO. 
Dunn, commandant of the Ist Naval District, and Rear 
Admiral A. 8. Halstead, commandant of the Portsmouth 
Navy Yard, submitted its report to the Secretary of the 
Navy on Feb. 26, The board was in session at Ports- 


mouth early in January and again in February and in- 
vestigated conditions relating to the management of the 
prison and the welfare of the prisoners themselves. The 
board finds that published rumors and criticisms as to 
the Naval Prison, where Lieut. Comdr. Thomas Mott 
Osborne, U.S.N.R.F., is commanding officer, “were based 
almost wholly upon hearsay evidence and unreliable wit- 
nesses.” The following extracts from the report were 
made public on March 2: 


Conditions Found Satisfactory. 

“a. The board found the sanitary and physical conditions 
to be very good, 

“b. The board found the general situation in regar@ to the 
guarding of prisoners and their well-being to be satisfactory. 
The former question of dual control in this respect has been 
adjusted satisfactorily by the executive action of the com- 
mandant. The results of the guarding of prisoners by prisoners 
on the prison side of tlie deadline is proven to be justified by 
the result obtained, only eight prisoners out of a total of over 
6,600 haying succeeded in making good their escape over a 
period of more than two years. 

“ce, In regard to rumors and reports bearing on general con- 
ditions in the Naval Prison, the board is of the opinion that 
these were based almost wholly on hearsay evidence and unre- 
liable witnesses; that no facts ‘were developed to indicate con- 
ditions of lax discipline or immorality existing in the Naval 
Prison, or that the prisoners in any way constitute a menace 
to the safety of the navy yard or property in the communities 
of Kittery, Portsmouth, or surrounding territory. 

“d. Under the present organization the Naval Prison is under 
the command of a commanding officer, who, in turn, is under 
the jurisdiction of the commandant of the Portsmouth Navy 
Yard, and in certain matters, under the further jurisdiction 
of the commandant of the Ist Naval District at Boston. The 
board recommends that in order to cut red tape and to give the 
Navy Department a closer degree of immediate responsibility 
than at present, the Naval Prison to be placed directly under 
the jurisdiction of a bureau or division of the Navy Depart- 
ment in all matters relating to internal management, excluding 
only matters relating to the local military and industrial points 
of contact between the prison and the yard. 

_“e. In regard to the question of dividing the prisoners into 
different groups for the purpose of discipline, the board calls 
attention to the fact that a division into three classes of prison- 
ers already exists; but in view of the magnitude of the whole 
v.roblem of disciplinary action, the board will submit a supple- 
mentary report at a later date in regard to this phase of the 
question.” 
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NAVY BUILDING A RIGID DIRIGIBLE. 
Work Begun at Philadelphia and Lakehurst. 

The Navy is now building at Philadelphia, Pa., and 
Lakehurst, N.J., a rigid dirigible which will be a com- 
posite of the German “L” type and the British “R” 
type; with certain modifications.. This ship probably 
will not be finished before 1922. The Joint Army and 
Navy Board which has been working on the problem of 
airships has come to the conclusion that the proper 
policy for the United States is to place in the hands of 
the U.S. Navy all development of rigid dirigible airships 
to be utilized in the military services. The board de- 
clares that until such time as the Navy has developed a 
proper dirigible program and built dirigibles, the Navy 
should have full control, and that in case of an emer- 
gency requiring operation of dirigibles for the Army the 
Navy should supply the ships, and operate them for the 
Army. The Navy General Board, it is understood, has 
decided that the Navy should have at least ten rigid diri- 
gibles. However, as there were no funds for so exten- 
sive a program matters have been held in abeyance. The 
question of further appropriation is in the hands of 
Congress. 

Henry Ford Offers to Build Dirigible. 

In this connection, however, it is stated that Henry 
Ford is still willing to carry out a project proposed some 
time ago and build an airship without a cent of money 
to be paid until the craft is finished and accepted. It 
is expected that a conference at the Navy Department 
will be held in the near future to consider the offer, and 
it is likely that the matter will be taken before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, which is now considering 
appropriations for 1921 with a view to a purely Ameri- 
can development of dirigibles in the shortest possible 
time. Itis reported that the Submarine Boat Co. and the 
Goodrich Tire and Rubber Co. have also submitted pro- 
posals for the construction of large rigid airships. 

The Ford project, it is learned, was first proposed 
when the British R-34 arrived at Mineola in 1919. The 
Aeronautical Committee of the Detroit Chamber of Com- 
méree then met in that city Navy officers from Wash- 
ington, and suggested a plan which on its face promised 
to capture for Detroit the rigid aircraft manufacture for 
this country. The meeting finally adjourned to the large 
field owned by Henry Ford, where the Eagle boats were 
built, and the property was inspected as to its utility 
for airship manufacture. Later, it is said, Secretary 
Daniels had a talk with Mr. Ford on the Detroit propo- 
sition, and it was decided to place the matter before the 
Navy General Board. W. B. Mayo, chief engineer of 
the Ford factories, carae to Washington and met officers 
of the General Board. While he was not in a position 
then to make contracts, speaking for Mr. Ford and 
others in Detroit Mr. — stated that Detroit stood 
ready to build a there to accommodate an air-

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WAR RISK INSURANCE IN LUMP SUM. * 


Circular 69, War Dept., Feb. 14, 1920, announces that 
an individual desiring to change the method of payment 
ef U.S. Government Life Insurance (converted insur- 
ance), in case of his death, from 240 monthly payments 
to the lump sum payment, may do so by simply writing 
a letter to the Bureau of War Risk Insurance, Wash- 
ington, D.C., and stating “I select Ortion One as the 
method of settlement of my insurance, policy num- ~ 
ber ——————.””. Signature should be witnessed. 

This is authorized under Section 17 of the act ap- 
proved Dec. 24, 1919, amending the War Risk Insurance 
act, the text of which was announced in Bulletin 1, War 
Dept., Jan. 9, 1920. Section 17 provides: 
Bureau of War Risk Insurance may make provision 
the contract for converted insurance for optional 
ments, to be aelected by the insured, vshereby such i 
auce may be made payable either in one sum or in 
stallments for thirty-six months or more. The’ 
way also include in said contract a provision au 
the beneficiary to elect to receive payment of the 
ance in installments for thirty-six months or more, but 
only if the insured had not exercised the right of 
as hereinbefore provided; and even though the 
may have exercised his right of election, the said contract 
may authorize the beneficiary to elect to receive such in- 
surance in fnstallments spread over a greater period of

RETIREMENTS AND PROMOTIONS. 

Rear Admiral William R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., on duty 
with the Pacific Fleet, who was appointed a temporary 
rear admiral Jan. 1, 1918, was nominated to be a per 
manent rear admiral with rank to date from July 1, 1919. 
He was bern in Tottenville, Staten Island, N.Y., Feb. 
10, 1863, and was graduated from Annapolis in 1884. 
When the Spanish-American War broke out he was a 
lieutenant, junior grade, and was given command of the 
torpedoboat Talbot. Admiral Shoemaker is among the 
best electrical experts in the Navy and took a course in 
electricity at Johns Hopkins University from 1889 to 
1892. He served in the Philippine insurrection, in the 
Arayat, and assisted in the rescue of the Waller party. 
He has served as Chief of Staff with Rear Admirals 
Schroeder and Osterhaus, and has served on the General 
Board of the Navy. He is an expert on naval operations, 
organization, strategy and tactics, and has lectured at 
the Naval War College on these and other subjects. Ad- 
miral Shoemaker has seen a great amount of sea duty 
during his naval career, having served in the Tennessee, 
Brooklyn, Palos, Vermont, Adams, Monterey, Albatross, 
Philadelphia, Monongahela, Talbot, Massachusetts, Mar- 
cellus, Vermont, Prairie, Albany, Chesapeake, Maine, 
Connecticut, Arkansas, Chester and Georgia. In 1910 
he was made chief of staff to the commander-in-chief of 
the Atlantic Fleet, which position he held for two years. 
He was later on duty at Newport, the Navy Department 
and Guam. In January, 1919, he was ordered to com- 
mand Division 3 of the Atlantic Fleet, and when the 
fleet was divided, was assigned to the Pacific Fleet, com- 
manding Battleship Force One. 

Col. Kenneth Morton, Ord. Dept., U.S.A., who was 
retired from active service Feb. 21, 1920, after more 
than thirty-one years of service, was born in Massachu- 
setts, April 12, 1869, and is a graduate of the U.S.M.A., 
elass of 1892, when he was assigned to the Artillery.

RECENT DEATHS. 

Major Gen. William P. Duvall, U.S.A., retired, died 
at his home in Coronado, Calif., March 1, 1920, after an 
illness of three months. General Duvall was an accom- 
plished officer and was born on St. George Island, Md., 
Jan. 13, 1847, a son of Col. Robert E. Duvall, U.S.V., 
Civil War... He was appointed a cadet at the U.S.M.A., 
July 1, 1865, graduating on June 15, 1869, and being 
promoted in the Army a second lieutenant, 5th Artillery. 
From the time he left the-Military Academy until he was 
promoted captain, 1st Artillery, March 8, 1898, he had 
served at Forts Adams and Monroe and at West Point as 
assistant professor of mathematics, and later as assistant 
instructor of Artillery tactics and also of Infantry tac- 
ties, and next at Atlanta and at Fort Schuyler. He was 
appointed an inspector general of Volunteers, with the 
rank of major, May 19, 1898, serving in the office of the 
Secretary of War until June 4, 1898, when he became 
chief ordnance officer of the 2d Army Corps.. He was 
appointed chief ordnance officer of Volunteers, with the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, in July, 1898, and was hon- 
orably discharged from the Volunteer Service on May 12, 
1899. He was appointed lieutenant colonel of the 26th 
U.S. Volunteer Infantry July 5, 1899, and on Sept. 9, 
1899, was eetetet colonel of the 48th U.S. Volunteer 
Infantry, ta ing part in campaigns in the Philippines 
with both organizations. He left San Francisco with 
the 26th Infantry on Dec. 31, 1899, for the Philippines, 
and commanded his regiment at La Loma and the proy- 
inces of Union and Benguet until May 31, 1901, when 
he returned home and was mustered out of the Volunteer 
Service June 30, 1901. He next served at posts on the 
Atlantic coast and as a member of the General Staff 
Corps and as principal assistant to the Chief of Artillery. 
He was promoted to major, Artillery Corps, Sept. 23, 
1901, and lieutenant colonel on Feb. 24, 1 He was 
appointed a brigadier general March 2, 1906, and a major 
general on Oct. 2, 1907. General Duyall went to Ger- 
many in the summer of 1907 to witness the army maneu- 
vers in that country, and was in command of the Phil- 
ippines Division since April 23, 1909. He spoke sev- 
eral languages, and was a graduate of the Artillery 
School, class of 1892. General Duvall was retired for 
age on Jan. 13, 1911, and during the World War he was 
assigned on active duty in August, 1917, in command of 
the Southeastern Department, with headquarters at

Col. John Dean Hall, U.S.A., retired, died on Feb. 25, 
1920, at the Cairo, Washington, D.C. Funeral services 
were held at the Qhurch of the Covenant, Washington, 
Feb. 27, the remains being buried at Arlington, with full 
military honors. ‘The pallbearers were Justice S. J. 
Peele, Judge W. F. Norris, Cols. J. F. Siler, D. C. 
Howard, M. A. de Laney and A. E. Truby, U.S.A. 
Colonel Hall was born at Exeter, N.H., on March PY A 
1842. He was graduated from Harvard University, 


class of ’63, and at once began the study of medicine at . 


Columbia and then finished at Harvard Medical School. 
Upon graduation he was appointed in the U.S. Army as 
an assistant surgeon on Dec. 14, 1868, and during the 
following thirty years he saw service on our western 
frontier against the Shoshone Indians in Nevada, the 
Apaches in Arizona, the Comanches in Texas, the Black- 
feet in Montana and the Sioux in Dakota. At the out- 
break of the Spanish-American War, Colonel Hall was 
ordered to Gretna, Pa., to help in mustering-in the 11,000 
Pennsylvania Volunteers, then later to Fort Wadsworth, 
N.Y., to care for the sick and wounded soldiers returning 
from Cuba. In August, 1898, in Pennsylvania muster- 
ing out the Volunteers. In December of the same year 
he was at San Francisco in charge of the medical sup- 
ply depot, where from a one-story concern it grew in the 
four years during the Philippine War and the Chinese 
expedition, to an imposing structure of six stories with 
a capacity for supplies equivalent to an army of 100,000 
men. In November, 1902, he was ordered to the Philip- 
pines, first as chief surgeon of the Department of the 
Visayas, and two years later as chief surgeon of the De- 
partment of Luzon, and then as chief surgeon of the 
Philippines Division. Returning to the United States 
in 1905, he was made chief surgeon of the Department 
of California, which detail he held when retired for age 
on March 17, 1905, having then reached the age of sixty- 
four. Colonel Hall was a member of the Society of 
Colonial Wars of the State of New Hampshire, of the 
Harvard Club, and of the Army and Navy Clubs of 
Washington and New York city. “His long and honor- 
ble service for his country,” writes a correspondent, “has 
been marked by conseientious devotion to duty and his 
profession of medicine, and hundreds of friends through- 
out the United States will grieve to hear of his death. 
He leaves a widow,-living at the Cairo, Washington, 
D.C., and two sons, Major John de Camp Hall, Inf., sta- 
tioned at Camp Holabird, and Capt. Dean Hall, Coast 
Art., stationed in New York city.”

J. K. Moore, Last of the Post Traders. 


In the death of Mr. J. K. Moore, formerly of Fort 
Washakie, Wyo., at San Diego, Calif., on Jan. 30, 1920, 
there passed the last surviving post trader of the old 
Army. Mr. Moore was born in Georgetown, Ga., Feb. 
14, 1843, and when seven years of age his family moved 
to Washington, D.C. There he became page in the 
United States Senate and later bailiff-of the United 
States Supreme Court, serving during the exciting time 
before and during the Civil War. In ’64 Mr. Moore 
started west and from St. Joe, Mo., then the farthest 
point west reached by any railroad, he joined a “bull 
train” and worked his way across the plains to Helena, 
Mont. From there he went to Virginia City during the 
gold stampede and the reign of terror following the in- 
flux of gun men and outlaws, who were later brought 
under control by the Vigilantes. He next went to Bear 
River, Idaho, and became employed as express messen- 
ger on the stage line between Salt Lake City and 
Helena. Later Mr. Moore became associated with Judge 
Carter, post trader at Fort Bridger, Wyo. In ’69, upon 
the establishment of Camp Augur, on the present site of 
Lander, Wyo., as a sub-post to Fort. Bridger, he was 
placed in charge of the post trader’s business at this 
point. When this was made a separate post, called 
Camp Brown, Mr. Moore was selected ‘by the officers’ 
eouncil as post trader, being later licensed as Indian 
trader on the Shoshone Reservation. It was deemed ad- 
visable. to move to the location of the new Camp Brown 
later named Fort Washakie, after Washakie, Chief of 
the Shoshone Indians. Mr. Moore continued as _ post 
and Indian trader until Fort Washakie was abandoned 
as a military station in 1907, at which time he retired 
and moved to California. 

“Mr. Moore's straightforward.and kindly treatment of 
Chief Washakie and his Indians,” writes a correspond- 
ent, “won their absolute confidence and secured the love 
of the tribe. His sterling integrity and genial good- 
fellowship placed him in the highest esteem among his 
fellow pioneers. His residence in Washington ‘during 
the ’60’s brought him in contact with many of the old- 
time politicians and ranking officers of the old Army, 
with many of whom a warm and lasting friendship arose. 
The influence thus acquired, with his own marked per- 
sonality and business capacity, enabled him to retain his 
post and Indian traderships, notwithstanding the chang- 
ing political complexion of those in control.” Mr. Moore 
was married in 1875 at Fort Howard, Wis., to Miss Ne- 
vada Cornell. Surviving him are his wife, Nevada C. 
Moore; his daughter, Mrs. William Penn Vail, of San 
Diego, Calif.; his daughter, Mrs. J. A. Ryan, and two 
sons, J. K. Moore, jr., and Charles C. Moore, of Fort 
Washakie, Wyo.

Navy Balloonisis Fly from Long Island to Canada. 


The winner in the Navy balloon distance race which 
started from the naval air station at Rockaway Beach, 
Long Island, N.Y., on Feb. 28 with a crew including 
Lieut. Arthur R. Houghton, U.S.N.R.F., in command, 
and Lieuts. Stephen A. Farrell, U.S.N., and Ensign 
Emery C. Hulett, U.S.N.R.F., landed at Reaching, Prov- 
ince of Quebec, Canada, on Feb 29, after having been in 
the air twelve hours. A second balloon, which sailed at 
the same time, commanded by Ensign Louis A. Kloor, jr., 
U.S.N.R.F., landed safely at- Orleans, Vt., on the same 
day, as did the balloon in command of Lieut. Grant H. 
Carpenter, U.S.N.R.F., which came down at Canaan, 
N.Y., after having been in the air twenty hours. The 
balloonists experienced severe weather after leaving the 
starting point, extreme cold prevailing all the time, while 
parts of the flights were made in snowstorms. 

Navy Dirigible Not Damaged. 

A U.S. Navy non-rigid dirigible in which Representa- 
tives Oliver, Britten, Hicks and Venable, of the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs, were passengers made a 
forced descent in a trip at Norfolk, Va., on Feb. 18, as 
was noted in our issue of Feb. 21. No one was injured, 
as was stated at the time, and we are now informed by 
Lieut. Comdr. N. H. White, jr., U.S.N., executive officer 
of the U.S. Naval Air Station at Hampton Roads, that 


there was no damage to the dirigible itself. The engine 
stop without warning while making about 1,200

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GERMAN Spy TO BE Triep By Navy Court. 

Herman Wessels, who was an officer in the German 
navy, and who, it is charged, came to the United States 
as a spy during the World War, posing as Carl Rodiger, 
a citizen of Switzerland, was orde by Judge Martin 
T. Manton, of the United States District Court, 
Brooklyn, N.Y., on March 2, returned to the eus- 
tody of the Navy authorities at the New York Navy 
Yard, for trial by court-martial on a charge of hav- 
ing been a spy. He was placed Mm the naval prison at 
the yard. essels was arrested in New York city on 
May 1, 1918, together with other German spies, includ- 
ing Mme. de Victorica, who has since died. When Sec- 
retary of the Navy Daniels announced, some time ago, 
that Wessels would be tried by court-martial the pris- 
oner’s lawyer obtained a writ of habeas corpus and 
elaimed that as Wessels was arrested in New York city, 
which the attorney held was not a war zoné, he was 
subject only to the jurisdiction of a civil coart. In 
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dismissing the writ Judge Manton said: “Military tri- 
bunals should have power to try spies wherever found, 
otherwise they may not be subject to trial for that 


offense. In this great World War, the field of operations 
brought the port of New York within the field of active 
operations. Whatever may be the right of the alien to 
the protection of the laws in this country, he surrenders 
this right to constitutional protection when he joins the 
armed forces of an alien enemy, asspming his duties as a 
spy.

R.O.T.C. at ALABAMA POLYTECHNIC. 

The R.O.T.C. units at the Alabama Polytechince Insti- 
tute, at Auburn, Ala., were inspected on Feb. 21 by Gov. 
Thomas FE. Kilby, of the state, and the members of the 
Board of Trustees of the institute. Battery A fired a sa- 
lute of seventeen guns in honor cf the Governor, who, 
with the trustees, witnessed a military exhibition from 
the reviewing stand. The program consisted of exhibition 
drills, bayonet practice, physical exercises and an artil- 
lery problem. The entire Corps of Cadets was then re 
viewed, the regiment forming in three battalions. Bat- 
teries A, B and C were presented guidons by Mrs. L. J. 
Fortier in a graceful speech, and Governor Kilby pre 
sented commissions to the student officers. Out of the 
total enrollment of 1,050 students, 720 have elected 
R.0.T.C. training. There are three units of R.O.T.C. 
now operating at this college, Infantry, Field Artillery 
and Engineers. Capt. Isaac Spalding, F.A., U.S.A., is 
Professor of Military Science and Tactics. His commis- 
sioned assistants are Capt. William Michener, Engrs., 
and Lieuts. H. E. Fischer, Inf., and Louis J. Fortier, 
F.A. At a meeting of the Board of Trustees, at which 
the Governor presided, a resolution commending the Mil- 
itary Department on the progress made in military train- 
ing and the character of the exhibition was unanimously 
adopted. 
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DomEstTic WATER TRANSPORTATION IN WAR Dep't. 

Under the terms of the act restoring to private con- 
trol the railroads of the country, approved by the Presi- 
dent Feb. 28, 1920, all boats, barges, tugs and other 
transportation facilities on the inland, canal and coast- 
wise waterways acquired by the United States during 
the period of Federal control of transportation facilities, 
were transferred to the Secretary of War, who was re- 
quired to cause them to be operated and to assume and 
carry all contracts in relation thereto. The Secretary of 
War has assigned the duty of the operation of the ves- 
sels noted to Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Chief of 
Transportation Service, now charged with the operation 
of all water, rail and animal drawn transportation of 
the War Department. The control of these transporta- 
tion facilities was taken over at 12:01 a.m., March 1, 
preliminary arrangements having been made with the 
office of the Railroad Administration which has been 
handling this feature of the work. For the present the 
personnel which was employed by the Railroad Adminis- 
tration will be continued on the same work, no changes 
being contemplated until the matter has been gone into 
thoroughly by the War Department. The only officer 
under the Secretary who is now directly connected with 
these inland waterways is General Hines. 
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Work or ARMY CONSTRUCTION DIVISION IN THE WAR. 

In an address made by Secretary of War Baker be- 
fore 200 members of the Construction Division Associa- 
tion at their annual dinner at the Hotel Commodore, 
New York city, on Feb. 28, he asserted that the work 
of the Construction Division of the Army, in building 
cantonments, warehouses and munition works, next te 
transporting 2,000,000 soldiers safely across the Atlantic 
was the outstanding achievement of America’s participa- 
tion in the World War. Brig. Gen. R. C. Marshall, jr., 
U.S.A., who was chief of the Construction Division dur- 
ing the war, pointed out the fact that while the construc- 
tion of the Panama Canal, at a cost of $375,000,000 re- 
quired ten years to complete, the Construction Division 
in sixteen months’ of the war erected buildings in every 
state in the Union, with the exception of Nevada, at a 
cost of $1,200,000,000. The association, which was 
formed on Feb. 27, represents 1,500 commissioned offi- 
cers, 30,000 contractors and engineers and 400,000 civ- 
ilian workmen who were engaged in Army construction 
in this country. Its purpose is to perpetuate the friend- 
ships formed during the war, and to have available in its 
membership a body that will be ready for duty in case 
of another emergency arising. 
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Drart Doperr Seeks To Eyape Court-MartTiat. 

In a writ of habeas corpus directed against Lieut, 
Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., commanding the East- 
ern Department, with headquarters at Governors Island, 
and issued by Judge Learned Hand, of the U.S. District 
Court, New York city, General Bullard has been directed 
to produce in court on March 5 Grover Cleveland Berg- 
doll, member of a wealthy Philadelphia family, who has 
been confined in Fort Jay for some time charged with 
desertion in having evaded the draft during the World 
War. He was arrested in his mother’s home kt Phila- 
delphia on Jan. 7 after having been in hiding in various 
places since 1917. It is claimed in Bergdoll’s behalf 
that he was never inducted into the Army and that 
therefore the military authorities haye no jurisdiction 
over him and cannot try him by court-martial. His 
lawyer asserts that Bergdoll’s offense is only a violation 
of the Selective Service act, does not constitute a deser- 
tion, and for this reason can be tried only by a jury in 
a civil court. The case is considered as of importance as 
a test case owing to this contention.

More INSTANCES OF ARMY REPROMOTIONS. 

Army officers who read the report of the testimony of 
Gen. Peyton C. March, Chief of Staff, before the House 
committee investigating Army medal awards, reported in 
our issue of Feb. 21, page 762, call attention to what 
they believe was an error when, in stating the case of 
former temporary Brig. Gen. Percy P. Bishop, demoted 
to major on Oct. 31, and repromoted to temporary colo- 
nel Nov. 1, 1919, the General remarked that this “was 
the one case in the entire Army.” Attention is called 
to two other cases, as follows: Brig. Gen. Robert I. 
Rees, who was in charge of education in the A.E.F., was 
demoted to major, and repromoted to temporary colonel, 
the rank he now holds; Colonel Rees is on duty in the 
War Plans Division, General Staff. Temporary’ Brig. 
Gen. Edward H. DeArmond was demoted to major and 
repromoted to temporary lieutenant colonel, and is now 
on duty as a member of the General Staff Corps at 
Charleston, 8.C. 
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Reserves Eviermre iN Reeviar Navy. 

Decision of the Navy Department was announced 
under date of March 1 to the effect that members of the 
U.S. Naval Reserve Force enrolled subsequent to Nov. 
11. 1918, and who have performed active duty, are eligi- 
hie for transfer te the Regular Navy. The department 
— states: “The Navy Department decides that ser- 

vice performed by members of the Naval Reserve Force 
prior to the proclamation of the President announcing 
the termination of the war with German must be con- 
sidered as ‘active duty during the war’ within the mean- 
ing of the law. The signing of the armistice on Nov. 11, 
1918, did not terminate the war with Germany, and 
therefore that date cannot be considered as the final day 
of the war within the meaning of the law.” 
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Arnivats or Troors FROM OVERSEAS. 

Figures from the Transportation Service of the U.S, 
‘Army, prepared by the Statistics Branch of the General 
Staff, received this week, show that a total of 1,960,589 
officers, enlisted men, nurses and civilians connected with 
the Army have embarked from Europe for home ports 
since Noy. 11, 1918. Marines and Navy personnel are 
mot included in these figures, Of those arriving, 1,369,997, 
or 69.7 _ eent. of the whole, were landed at the 

rt of w York; 390,727, or 19.9 per cent., were 
fanded at Newport News, Va.; 97,038, or five per cent., 
were landed at Boston; 57,202, or 2.9 per cent., arrived 
at Philadelphia; and the arrivals at other ports than 
those above named numbered 49,625, or 2.5 per cent. 
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U.S. Navy Sorp 157 VESSELS. 

In response to a Senate resolution Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels on March 1 sent a communication to the 
Senate stating that the Navy has sold 157 ships. Of 
these one, the converted yacht Zara, has been sold to the 
Greek government, the only case of a vessel sold by the 
Navy which was placed under a foreign flag. The remain- 
der, which were listed in detail, comprised small craft 
of little commercial value, the Secretary stated. Traw- 
Jers and light craft had been sold in Europe, the Secre- 
tary said, because to have brought them back would have 
entailed danger to life and it would also have been a poor 
business proposition. 
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Wractne History or Troop Units. 

It having come to the attention of the War Depart- 
ment that there is considerable divergence of understand- 
fing in regard to the method of tracing the history of 
troop units, in order to settle the practice the following 
rule was announced on March 2 for the guidance of all 
concerned : The numerical designation of a troop unit 
does not in itself entitle that unit to inherit the history 
of any previous unit having that number; the organiza- 
tion itself will be traced through all its changes, regard- 
less of number.

NOTES OF ARMY PERSONNEL. 

The essay on “The Army and the People” by Major 
Gen. David C. Shanks, U.S.A., that appeared in_ the 
February number of the Journal of the U.S. Infantry 
Association has been issued in pamphlet form. The arti- 
cle has been the~subject of much favorable editorial com- 
ment in the civilian press. 

Major Gen. Merritte W. Ireland, Surgeon General of 
the Army, spent the week in attendance at the meetings 
of the National Board of Medical Examiners gt Chicago. 
Before returning to Washington he will make an inspec- 
tion trip to U.S. Army General Hospital No. 28 at Fort 
Sheridan, Ill., where the largest number of wounded and 
disabled soldiers receiving treatment in the Medical De- 
partment of the Army is under care. 

Secretary of War Baker was the chief speaker at a 
luncheon of the Brooklyn (N.Y.) Chamber of Commerce 
on Feb. 28. His topic was the cost of the war and its 
financial aftermath, discussing it from the viewpoint of 
business. He also advocated “a certain degree of mili- 
tary preparedness” and spoke in favor of universal mili- 
tary training, stating “the armies of France, compul- 
sorily trained, were the most democratic institutions I 
ever beheld.’ 

Col. Mark L. Ireland, U.S.A., Motor Transport 
Cerps, has been notified of his appointment to’ the Com- 
mittee on Economic Theory of Highway Improvement.

Gen. S. B. M. Young, U.S.A., president of the 
Board of Commissioners, U.S. Soldiers’ Home, Washing- 
ton, D.C., that Major Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, U.S.A., re- 
tired, be appointed to succeed General Young as governor 
of the home. The change will take effect April 30, when 
General Young will take up a residence in Florida. 

General Sibert to Line Duty. 

Major Gen. William L. Sibert, U.S.A., was ordered 
relieved as chief of the Chemical Warfare Service on 
March 1, 1920, and was assigned to commard Camp 
Gordon, Ga., and the 5th Division of the Army stationed 
at that camp. He relieves Brig. Gen. W. P. Richard- 
gon, who has been in temporary command of Camp Cor- 
don. The relief of General Sibert was due to the merg- 
ing of the Chemical Warfare Service with the Corps of 
Engineers, as under the new plan there is no place for 
a major general. The articles in the daily papers, there- 
fore, which stated that General Sibert had been “sum- 
marily relieved” and that he wus being “disciplined” by 
the War Department for his opposition to the depart- 
ment’s plan of abandoning the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice and merging it with the Corps of Engineers was 
without the slightest foundation of truth. General 
Sibert, who was the organizer of the Chemical War- 
fare Service, and made a splendid record at its head, 
has been relieved as chief by Lieut. Col. Amos A. Fries, 
Chemical Warfare Service, who is among the leading 
experts in this element of warfare, and is looked upop 
as a worthy successor to General Sibert. 

Requests General Harts Be Heard. 

Secretary of War Baker has written to Chairman 
Royal C. Johnson of the sub-committee No. 3 (Foreign 
Expenditures) of the select Committee on Expenditures 
in the War Department in the World War requesting 
the committee to hear Brig. Gen. William W. Harts, 
chief of staff to Major Gen. H. T. Allen, commanding 
the American Forces in Germany. Mr. Baker believes 
that General Harts, who was in charge of the Paris dis- 
trict as provost marshal at one period of the war, should 
be permitted to testify before the committee in view of 
the fact that certain testimony given involves the effi- 
ciency of General Harts. Mr. Johnson stated on March 
4 that the matter will be placed before the sub-committee 
for action.. Mr. Johnson stated that he believed Gen- 
eral Harts should be asked to testify before his com- 
mittee. 

General Pershing Completes Inspection Trip. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., completed his official 
inspection of Army posts and stations throughout the 
country on Feb. 28 when he visited Camp Dix, N.J., 
and inspected the 45th and 57th Infantry, the camp's 
Americanization schools, which have 1,200 pupils, and 
the various buildings. He saw a number of men who 
had been wounded in France and spoke with each of 
them for a few moments. A reception followed, when 
the General was introduced to the officers of the camp. 
He left the same evening for Trenton and New York, 
but his staff went direct to Washington for the purpose 
of beginning work on the official report on conditions at 
the various camps and posts inspected by the General 
during his recent tour. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., on Feb. 29 unveiled a 
memorial tablet, in’ Grace Methodist Episcopal Charch, 
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New York city, containing the names of 140 members of 
the congregation who served in the World War. The 
General saluted while the names of six of the members 
whe lost their lives were read.. He then si ed his name 
in the church Bible. After having unvy the tablet 
General Pershing said: “It is a privilege to participate 
in ceremonies honoring these who served their country 
so well. As long as Americans are ready and willing to 
fight for right and justice, so long will liberty be guar- 
anteed, We honor ourselves when we honor these men. 
I havea sympathy for the gold-starred mothers. It is 
the mother who makes the sacrifice. We have the glori- 
ous battles, but she must wait. But she and we have 
the consolation of knowing that their sacrifice furnishes 
a splendid example for us to follow.” Two thousand 
persons filled the church to capacity. An equal number 
stood outside, unable to gain admittance. 
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ARMY ITEMS. 
Purchase of Cavalry and Pack Horses. 


From October, 1919, to Feb, 6, 1920, the War De 
partment has purchased 3,133 Cavalry and pack horses 
at a total cost of $532,229, the Cavalry horses number- 
ing 3,006 and the pack horses 127. 

Army Transport Marne to be Launched. 

The Secretary of War and Mrs. Baker were to go to 
Hog Island, Pa., March 6 to attend the launching of the 
U.S.A.T. Marne. Mrs. Baker will christen the trans- 
port. Brig. Gen. Frank T. Hines, Chief of Transporta- 
tion Service of the Army, will also be present. 

Last Unit of 27th Infantry to Leave Siberia. 

The War Department received a message on Feb. 28 
from Major Gen. William 8S. Graves, U.S.A., command- 
ing the American Expeditionary Force in Siberia, an- 
nouncing that the last echelon of the 27th Infantry 
reached Vladivostok from the interior on Feb. 25, and 
was to sail for Manila in a few days. The rest ef the 
regiment left for the Philippines several weeks ago. The 
regiment has been on duty in Siberia since the summer 
of 1918. ‘ 

Discontinuance of General Hospital 43. 

The Secretary of War directs that the Surgeon Gen- 
eral be informed that his recommendation to discon- 
tinue General Hospital 43, Hampton, Va., as a general 
hospital is approved. In wey with provisions of 
H.R. 13036, approved Nov. 1918, he has been advised 
that the Director of Real Sotate Service has been in- 
structed to cancel the leases and return the property to 
the Board of Managers of the National Home for Dis- 
abled Volunteer Soldiers. 

Cemeterial Division in Q.M.G. Office. 

The Quartermaster General, Director of Purchase and 
Storage, has established a Cemeterial Division in his 
office. This division will comprise the present Ceme- 
terial Branch and the Graves Registration Service. Col. 
C. C. Pierce, chief of the Graves Registration Service, 
has been. designated chief of this new division and Col. 
W. C. Jones executive officer. In carrying out the con- 
solidation of the two offices the Graves Registration 
Service will move to the Munitions Building at 19th 
and B streets. 

Change of Mail Addresses. 

After March 10 all mail intended for American Expe- 
ditionary Forces which have been on duty in Siberia 
should be sent to Manila, P.I. The commanding officer 
at Camp Lawrence J. Hearn, Imperial Beach, Calif., has 
requested that all communications intended for that 
headquarters, or for the headquarters of the Southern 
California border district hereafter be addressed “Im- 
perial Beach, Calif.,” instead of “Palm City, Calif.” 
The postoffice at Imperial Beach is just outside the 
camp limits, whereas the postoffice at Palm City is ap- 
proximately three miles distant. 


Talks Twelve. Miles by Wireless. 

After experimenting for a week the Pursuit. Group 
radio officer, Lieut. Stanley Smith, Air Ser., U.S.A., ac- 
complished the feat of talking by wireless telephone to 
Fort Sam Houston, a distance of twelve miles. This 
exceeds the distance claimed by the set by seven miles; 
and it is worthy of note for it increases the efficiency of 
this set one hundred per cent. The Fort Sam Houston 
station was using a 30 K.W. set and working on be- 
tween ten and twelve thousand meters, but for this test 
the operator cut down to about 600 meters and reported 
by telephone that he could hear the Pursuit Group dis- 
tinctly and’ clearly. 

10th Cavalry Troop Searches for Bandits. 

Troop A, 10th Cavalry, stationed at Fort Huachuea, 
Ariz., was ordered out on Feb. 29 to search for the ban- 
dits who killed Alexander J. Fraser and his brother, 
John A. Fraser, who were shot at Arivaca, Ariz., on 
Feb. 27. The bandits retreated to Mexico after com- 
mitting the crime. Col. W. A. Holbrook, U.S.A., chief 
of staff, Southern Department, stationed at Fort Sam 
Houston, Texas, is quoted in 4 press dispatch as saying: 
“Under "existing orders the troops can follow a ‘hot 
trail’ into Merico after the bandits, but no report of 
the discovery of such a trail has been received at these 
headquarters as yet.” Col. EB. C. Carnahan, commander 
of the Nogales military district, is quoted in a press 
message from Nogales as saying that mo troops of his 
command had gone into Mexico in pursuit.

FURTHER ARMY DEMOTIONS. 


In a letter from the Chief of the Operations Division, 


General Staff, sent to all heads of bureaus, departments 
and services, the latter part of February, chiefs were 
requested to recommend the demotion of al! officers in 
emergency- grades to the minimum consistent with efli- 


cient operation. The order was not to affect chiefs 
heads of imp 





bureaus, their chief assistants, or 


divisions. The letter was transmitted in confidence, 
and a request that its provisions be made known so as 
to correct any error appearing in the rumors and 


ports as to demotions which had been reflected in news 
paper articles, was denied at the War Departmen 
Secretary Baker, when asked concerning these reports, 
said that while he did not know the details it was his 
impression that between 1,500 and 2,000-oflicers would 
be affected. 

On Feb. 20 there were 3,229 officers of th 


Regular 


Army holding advanced temporary rank. The perma- 
nent grades of these officers were distributed as follows: 


Brigadier general, 20; colonel, 103; lieutenant colonel, 
141; major, 408; captain, 1,558; first lieutenant, 972; 
second lieutenant, 103. At the armistice there were 
7,619 officers holding advanced rank, or 72-per cent. of 
those in the Regular Service. The 3,229 holding ad- 
vanced rank on Feb. 20 represented 39 per cent. of the 


officers in the Regular Establishment. 
The effect of the demotion order was immediate, for 
discharges from emergency rank only began to appear 


in Special Orders in sizable groups. From Feb. 24 to 
March 3 Special Orders carried the demotions of six 
colonels, fifteen lieutenant colonels, forty majors, fif 
teen captains. Before the end of March it is expected 
that demotions will embrace practically all the commis- 
sioned officers who are to revert to their permanent rank. 


The demotion order, it is understood, provides that all 
regiments are to have five field officers, so that if demo- 
tion congests the grade of captain, then captains are to 
be demoted to permanet grade of first or second lieuten- 
ant. All commands are to conform to the Tables of 
Organization, by the demotion of Regular officers or th: 
discharge of emergency officers. The effect of general 
demotion will bring only partial abatement of those in- 


consistencies so. frequently complained of, such as Reg- 
ular officers who had been demoted serving under their 
juniors and under former non-commissioned officers, 
and where a lieutenant colonel of distinguished service 
is serving under a captain of no distinguished service, 
and where first and second lieutenants are commanding 
captains of long service. In addition there will still be 
that uncomfortable condition due to the retention in 
their present grades of approximately twelve colonels, 
135 lieutenant colonels, 1,200 majors, 2,700 captains, 


2,000 first lieutenants and 1,500 second lieutenants—all 
emergency officers who came into the Army after the 


declaration of war in April, 1917, and who have been 
retained for the fiscal year under the 18,000 officers act. 

The condition that has existed for many months, and

That it has been uncomfortable 
drifting is evidenced by the Sceretary’s frequent expla- 
nations that nothing could be done except declare offi- 
cers of the Regular Establishment surplus and demote 
them when their duties were finished, and all these de- 
moted officers had good reason to feel they were suffer- 
ing under a policy making for injustice. From the Sec- 
retary’s explanation, in response to a Senate resolution, 
printed in our issue of Feb.-21, page 764, action seek- 
ing authority from Congress to make a satisfactory re- 
adjustment according to the intent of Circular No. 439, 
was never seriously contemplated, it would seem. It 
will be many a year before the Regular officer of distin- 
guished service overseas, who was “set down” on return 
to the United States, will recover from his just grievance, 
and before the commissioned personnel regains the lost 
morale which, according to the testimony of distinguished 
general officers, was never at such a low state in the last 
thirty syears: 

One result of the approach of the demotions has been a 
swarm of requests for transfer from officers on duty in 
Washington. The policy of the War Department will be 
mot te grant these requests for relief for the reason that

SLOW PROGRESS OF THE PAY BILLS. 
Conferees May Be Named Next Week. 





Up to March 4 no action had been taken in the mat- 
ter of appointing conferees on the Service pay increase 
bills. Mr. Kelley stated on March 3 that he had an 
agreement with the House leaders and the Rules Com- 
mittee of the House whereby under a special rule when 
the Army Reorganization bill is taken up next week 
Mr. Kelley will ask the Speaker that debate on the 
Army bill be suspended to permit the naming of the 
conferees. The latest plan would bring the considera- 
tion of the confererice report on pay bill before the 
House after the disposal of the Army bill. 

Although the legislative course of the Kelley and 
Wadsworth pay bills at the present time bears an exact 
parallel to the action of the Senate and House wher 
discussing the 1908 pay bills, there are two elements 
entering into the present situation that did not affect 
conditions in Congress when the last pay bills were en- 
acted into law. These are the very positive desire of 
the majority leaders to reduce appropriations in Con- 
gress and the investigation of the Navy Department as 
a result of the charges made by Admiral Sims; and this 
latter we fear is likely to have an effect on the progress 
of the Service pay bills that will be anything but “for

the good of the Service.” It is évident from Mr. Mon- 
dell’s speeches in the House and his actions in dictat- 
ing the course of legislation in all matters affecting ap- 
propriations that he is‘determined to cut down the de- 
mands of the Government departments to the last Aimit. 
The pressure of high prices over the whole United States 
and the growing imposition of taxes have made the.peo- 
ple more keenly alive to the disposition of public funds, 
and particularly to what appears to be the heedless ex- 
travagances of them, than during any period we can re- 
eall. It is “‘gded politics” to cut annual appropriations 
now. And the manner in which universal military train- 
ing was put over for this session of ene on the 
basis of economy and also that in whichthe Navy was 
refused an appropriation of only $3,000,000 for neces- 
sary repairs on its ships are straws pointing the way 
Service appropriations are likely to be handled in Con- 
gress from now on. In the after-war reaction of the 
people of the United States it is safer politically for 
the Congress ‘to cut appropriations for the general Mili- 
tary Establishment than for any other departments of 
the Government. 

Our reports from week to week of the maddeningly 
slow course of Service pay legislation have shown that 


neither house of Congress is exercising any haste in the, 


matter of arranging a conference for consideration of 
the pay bills, in spite of the individual efforts of Mr. 
Kelley and Senator Wadsworth to quicken action in the 
matter.- In a letter written to the New York Evening 
Post on Feb. 26 urging that journal to lewd its efforts 
to influencing Congress to pass the Service pay bills 
Mr. Frank J. Sprague—well known to our readers for 
his admirable service in this eause and as a member of 
the Naval Consulting Board makes this disquieting 
statement: “The latest report is that Chairman Butler 
of the House Naval Committee, on orders of or in agree- 
ment with the Steering Committee of the House, under 
the direct leadership and dictation of Speaker Gillett 
and majority floor leader Mondell, have refused to ap- 
point conferees to meet those to be designated by the 
Senate. In short, bills passed by both houses relating 
to an-increase of pay in the military and naval estab- 
lishments of the country, vital to the maintenance of 
the integrity and efficiency of the minimum forces essen- 
tial to national! defenses, are not permitted to be brought 
to agreement, and the members of both houses of Con- 
gress are forbidden opportunity to exercise their inher- 
ent privilege of expressing by their vote their own opin- 
ions and the opinions of their constituents on matters 
of national import.” 
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THE RETURN OF PRISON “GRADUATES.” 

While the report of. the special board appointed to re- 
port on the Portsmouth Naval Prison, noted on page 817, 
is satisfactory in so far asit meets allegations of improper 
conduct in the administration of the Naval Prison, it will 
not be conclusive so far as Navy opinion is coneerned in 
settling the question of the advantage or injury to the 
Navy of the policy of returning prison “graduates” to 
duty. It would be far better for the Navy if this ques- 
tion could be brought before a properly constituted court 
of inquiry that would give unbiased judicial considera- 
tion to evidence of record in regard to it. This question 
is not considered in the report of the board so far as it 
has been made public. Undoubtedly many officers are 
opposed to the present system of restoring prison “gradu- 
ates” to the Navy, which appears to have the hearty sup- 
port of both the Secretary and the Assistant Secretary 
of the Navy. They feel that it is an injury to Navy dis- 
cipline ; in some cases, at least, a menace to the morals of 
enlisted men; and unfair to the man of cood record, who 
feels that the evil doer is being coddled at his expense. 

If the policy followed since Commander Osborne has 
been in command of the prison which “seeks to give men 
who have been convicted of offenses every opportunity 
for restoration,” so highly approved by the Secretary of 
the Navy in his annual report, as noted in our isste of 
Jan. 3—if this policy is a benefit to the Navy, then a 
court of inqujry could not do otherwise than approve 
the system advocated under the Welfare League régime 
and so eloqtfently set forth on various occasions by the 
Secretary and the Assistant Secretary. If the Ports- 
mouth prison’s reformatory practices and policy are above 
reproach, the commissioned personnel of the Navy ought 
to be convinced of it and unjust criticism abated. 

Navy officers who have commanded ships during the 
last two years, however, very generally condemn the 
Portsmouth prison policy and its results, <s we are con- 
vinced would be made evident were'they permitted’ to ex- 
press their views before a court of inquiry. They have 
been compelled to know. what the results are by the as- 
signment to their ships of Portsmouth “graduates.” - Put- 
ting aside as irrelevent or as effectively answered by the 
report of the special board the many allegations of ir- 
regularities at Portsmouth prison which have appeared 
in the press, is it to be believed that officers of the Navy 
of command rank who are opposed to the Welfare 
League plan are all subject to a lamentable lack of 
vision, if nothing worse? The issue is plain: On the 
side of the Navy Department administration, the pres- 
ent prison policy is above criticism; in the opinion cer- 
tainly of many line officers of the Navy, the system at 
the prison results in injury to Navy discipline at the 
very least. Consequently, if the heads of the department 
are correct in their belief that the prison system is even 
seventy-five per cent. flawless, and they can prove their 
convictions, they will have taken a devious route if they 
hide the light from the Navy, and the people, by neglect- 
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ing to press the matter before a court of inquiry # 
bring out the evidence of Ge prison be depen al achieve- — 
ments. we! 3 

It is the Navy eitatincait privilege < waht such 
an inquiry in a Navy atmosphere—and with a 
ness which without doubt would be more fruitful of good 
to the Service than an investigation in a quasi-civilian 
atmosphere. Of a certainty the views of admirals, vice 
admirals, rear admirals, captains, commanders and lieu- 
‘tenant commanders on disciplinary procedure—now . and 
in the past—are of value to the Navy. Through serious, 
unpartisan weighing of Such views the greatest gdéod 
would accrue to the Service as a whole. Without scan- 
dal and with calm, judicial, interested searching after 
the truth and with an eye single to instituting genuine, 
lasting reform in dealing with this prison” problem, the 
Navy Department owes it to itself and to the commis- 
sioned personnel of the Navy to go into the matter thor- 
oughly in order to uncover that which is good and that 
which-is bad. The records of the department will show 
whether or not men guilty of offenses indicating moral 
turpitude have been restored to duty. Those im a posi- 
tion to have knowledge of the facts gre convinced that 
such is the case. And officers of the Navy of. experience 
should have opportunity to express their views as to the 
merits of such a policy. The discipline and the morale 
of the Navy are of more importance than visionary 
humanitarian theories as to the reform of the individual 
evil doer. 
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RESIGNATIONS, REGULAR ARMY, 1850-1920. 

The great increase in the resignation of Regular Army 
ofiicers since the date of the armistice over anything 
known to the Service previously is shown in the follow- 
ing statistics prepared by the Statistics Branch, General 
Staff, and made public on Feb. 21. By ten year periods, 
1850-1919, the resigna.ions of Regular Army officefs

Of a total number of rat resignations of eet 
Army officers in the last seventy years, 2,302, or 51.1 per 
cent., took place since Nov. 11, 1918. The number re 
signed since the signing of the armistice is twenty-two 
per cent. of the number of Regular Army officers in ser- 
vice at that time. At the beginning of the Civil War, 
1861, there were 277 resignations of officers from the 
Regular Army, or 27.6 per:cent. of those then in the Ser- 
vice. Most of them resigned for the purpose of joining 
the Confederacy.

TRANSFER AND ASSIGNMENT OF OFFICERS, 

In a forthcoming General Order from the War De- 
partment it will be directed that, except by authority of 
the War Department, officers who are assigned to duty 
by War Department orders will not be transferred or 
assigned to other duty except temporarily. Officers or- 
dered to report to the commanding general of a depart- 
ment for assignment to duty may be assigned and 
transferred anywhere within the limits of his depart- 
ment by the department commander, according to the 
best interests of the Service, except that officers will not 
be transferred from line to staff or from staff to line 
without authority of the War Department.. General 
Order No. 132, W.D., 1919, does not modify paragraphs 
48, 247 and 743, Army Regulations, relating to transfers 
and assignments. Paragraph 247, Army Regulations, is 
intended to grant authority to department commanders 
to transfer field officers within the regiment to which 


they have been assigned, but not to any duty outside 
their regiments. 





GENERAL PERSHING RETURNS TO WASHINGTON. 

Gen. John J. Pershing, U.S.A., returned to Washing- 
ton, D.C., on March 1, after traveling more than 15,000 
miles on an inspection tour of the cantonments, camps, 
posts and stations throughout the United States. He re- 
ported to Secretary of War Baker and was in conference 
for only a few minutes with the Secretary. General Per-- 
shing and his staff are already at work on a complete 
report on the condition of the national defense, which will 
embody recommendations and an outline of policy, par- 
ticularly in reference to the movement of troops and their — 
strategic supply. Brig. Gen. George V. H. Moseley, who 
accompanied General Pershing on the tour and ‘who was 
chief of the supply section of the A.E.F. General Staff, 
has been ordered to San Antonio, Texas, to command the 
Artillery Brigadé, 2d Division. 
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RESERVE OFFICERS AND TARGET PRACTICE, * 
The Secretary of War has directed that Reserye  offi- 
cers on active or inactive duty may participate in. Army 
target practice by applying to their department com- 
manders for assignment to Regular Army units for the 
period. Special regulations are being revised so as to 
provide that Reserve officers on active duty, or assigned 
to organizations for target practice, shall be entitled to 
the same allowance of small arms ammunition as, are 
officers of the Regular Army of the same arm of the 
Service. Reserve officers on inactive.duty may be. as- 
signed by department commanders to an ocotniastlon Sf of 
the Regular Army for target practice at their own. re-

NAVAL APPROPRIATIONS HEARINGS. 
Navy Must Expand, Says General Board. 

Rear Admirals Henry T. Mayo, Joseph Strauss, A. 
G. Winterhalter and Charles J. Badger, members of the 
General Board of the Navy, appeared before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on March 1 and requested 
that the present building program of the Navy, with the 
additional construction of several more ships, be ad- 
hhered to in the appropriations for the Navy. The real 
power of the Navy, said Admiral Badger, who was the 
first witness, depends on ships carrying guns of large 
caliber, and the board believes that the present building 
plan of the Navy should stand. It follows a consistent 
policy. Admiral Badger grouped together the 1916 and 
1921 ——s programs in stating what the board be- 
Vieved the Navy needed in the way of new ships, the 
1916 program be! already authorized. This combined 

m would call for twelve battleships, seven battle 
twenty scout cruisers and two airplane car- 
riers of the larger types of ships; the smaller classes 
showing an increase of four destroyers over those asked 
for in the two existing programs. The airplane car- 
vices would carry eight-inch guns and have a speed of 
tiurty-five knots. The cost would be approaimately $23,- 
100, for one of these ships, which would resemble the 
latest type constructed by other naval powers. Admiral 
Badger said that it was also necessary to add to the 
construction plans at least one submarine tender and 
one destroyer. “We are short of scout cruisers,” he 
said. “Those we have are out of date. Our naval! in- 
crease must depend on the increase of our mercantile 
fleet. The two go hand in hand. The new scout cruis- 
ers will be of 10,000 tons and carry eight-inch guns. 
We must build more destroyers because for many years 
we will need this class of craft to combat the -sub- 
tharine and provide a screen for our large ships.” 

Admiral Badger stated that in order to keep the Navy 
in first class condition it will be necessary also to build 
more submarines of the type suitable for long cruising 
radius. “We must consider distances,” he said, “when 
we make plans for building our ships. The recent war 
demonstrated the efficiency of the submarine. The board 
is opposed to the wholesale building of submarines, but 
we believe that we must build certain submarines to 
keep within the experimental stages.” The Admiral 
enumerated plans for the building of two submarines of 
the following classes: A submarine capable of long 
cruising radius, about 300 feet long and to make four- 
teen knots. The tonnage would be 2,000 and the type 
of the vessel would be similar to the large ones, proba- 
bly of the Deutschiand class, turned out by the Ger- 
mans in the late war. Second, a mine laying submarine 
of the German U-117 type; third, submarines of the 
modern type, from 200 to 250 feet in length and a ton- 
nage between 800 and 1,000. 

The General Board»was in accord with the aviation 

lans as submitted by Capt. T. T. Craven, Director of 

aval Aviation. Admiral Winterhalter stated that the 
bombing airplanes did not make any effectual attack on 
the fleets of the naval powers in the World War and 
that he was under the impression that he “could not see 
at present any danger from this craft in the future.” 
He added that a bombing plane could operate with effect 
over cities, but thus far there was no tangible or practi- 
eal basis offered where a fleet will be endangered by 
acrial bombing craft. 

Admiral Strauss was asked to give his impression of 
the sea battles in the war. “The three-inch deck plate 
on battleships,” said Admiral Strauss, “serves as a re- 
sistance to high explosives dropped from airplanes on 
shipboard. ‘The war shows that bombing planes have 
little effect on big ships.” He called attention to an 
enemy bombing plane which, according to press reports, 
dropped 300 bombs over a French warship in the Dar. 
danelles. Only three bombs hit the ship and practically 
the vesse! suffered no damage. Discussing the battle of 
Jutland, Admiral Strauss said both fleets came within 
5,000 yards striking distance, but that the main fire was 
delivered from a distance of between ten and eleven miles, 
which is considered an effective range. “We have been 
told,”” said Admiral Strauss, “that the ships lost in the 
Jutland fight were in some cases sunk by the explosion 
of their magazines after the ship was hit. We have no 
practical data on the batle.” Admiral Strauss added 
that it was difficult to say whether the sunken ships 
had been pierced by gunfire. In the Falkland Islands 
fight the range was approximately eleven miles, and the 
elevation in firing the guns from the ships was about 
fifteen degrees. Where hits were made in most cases 
the hits registered at twenty degrees, which indicated 
that the hits were made on the near side of the vessels, 


General Board Favors Pacific Coast Base. 


Admiral Badger continued his testimony on March 2 
when he stated that the General Board favored establish- 
ing an extensive naval base on the Pacifie coast. Ad- 
miral Mayo was asked to make some additional state- 
ments, but said that he was in entire agreement with 
what Admiral Badger had reported. Mr. Britten pressed 
Admi-21 Mayo for his opinion on Mare Island. “We 
should keep it as a building point because of favorable 
climatic conditions,” said the Admiral. Questioned on 
the suitability of locating the big base at Mare Island 
or at San Francisco, Admiral Mayo replied that he did 
not think it advisable to place it at Mare Island, inas- 
much as the water space and channel make it inexpedi- 
ent to do so. Chairman Butler wanted to hear Admiral 
Mayo’s opinion on the question of consolidating the 
bases at San Francisco and Mare Island on the ground 
of economy. Not having given the matter any study 
and since he was a comparatively new member of the 
General Board, Admiral Mayo said, he was not prepared 
to discuss plans from a practical basis in this connec- 
tion. However, he said, mistakes should be guarded 
against in selecting sites for navy yards, “A large site 
for a naval base could be obtained at the outset and it 
would not be necessary to make a large expenditure on 
the plant in the beginning, but a modest sum might be 
expended,” said the Admiral. 

r. Kelley interposed and said that he understood the 
department would need $60,000,000 to construct a base 
at San Francisco and that “probably the same sum 
would be required for Mare Island.” Mr. Padgett said 
that already $29,000,000 have been expended at Mare 
Island. “Because of probability that this contemplated 
base for the Pacific coast will require $100,000, ex- 
penditure in the end,” said Mr. Hicks, “it will be neces- 
sary for me to have more practical data on the project 
before 1 would vote favorably on it.” Chairman Butler 


said everything could not be provided for “in the pres- 
ent state of government finance.” 

Other Pacifie coast developments favored by the Gen- 
eral Board, Admiral Badger said, include enlargements 
of the Puget Sound Yard, development of smaller yards 
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at San Pedro San Diego and submarine bases at the 
Columbia river and at Port Angeles. 


Problem of Storing Navy Clothing. 


Rear Admirals Samuel yom chief of the Bureau 


of Supplies and Accounts, and Christian J. Peoples, as- 
sistant chief of the bureau, were heard by the committee 
on the same . Admiral Peoples said that $5,500,000 
has been turned back into the treasury within the last 
three months through the public sales of clothing. ““This 
sum was a profit,” said the Admiral. At present the 
Navy has on hand $82,000,000 worth of clothing and 
half of this is stored in a rented building in New York 
city. The rental is $160,000 annually, but the depart- 
ment will be obliged to give up its lease July 1, 1920. 
For this reason the bureau has written the War Depart- 


ment requesti that Army bui ing space in South 
Brooklyn be a ted to the Navy for the storage of 
this clothing. Admiral Peoples said that the War De- 


partment has replied stating that it proposes to lease 
the Army port terminals for commercial enterprises. 

Chairman Butler was considerably exercised over the 
situation, advocating that the Army and Navy should 
be of assistance to each other and not at variance in 
such cases. Admiral Peoples called attention to the fact 
that during the war the Navy Department was forced to 
move its goods from an Army building in Boston at a 
cost of $60,000. “At that time,” said the Admiral, ‘‘there 
was considerable floor space available for the Army.” 
Mr. Padgett and Mr. Fisher contended that Congress 
was in a position to take charge of the situation. The 
bureau is paying an annual rental of $545,000 for the 
use of buildings in New York, said the Admiral. 

Mr. Kelley and Mr. Padgett suggested that the allot- 
ment of $6,000,000 annually for clothing for first year 
men in Navy be prov for in the present over- 
abundance of clothing on hand. Both advocated con- 
ferring authority on the bureau to issue clothing to the 
newly enlisted men from the supply on hand, but not to 
exceed $6,000,000. With this in view it will not be 
necessary to make an allowance for clothing from the 
treasury while the present supply exists. Admiral Mc- 
Gowan stated that the bureau would follow the sugges- 
tion and will present drafts of legislation to the com- 
mittee for the successfal carrying out of the suggestion. 
The matter of disbursements in foreign countries caused 
considerable discussion and after a number of sugges- 
tions were made by at least three members of the com- 
mittee Chairman Butler and the committee decided that 
Admiral MceGowan’s policy was the most expedient from 
an economic point of view. It would not be practical 
finance to exchange American money for some foreign 
money months ahead of time and before its necessity for 
use, said Admiral McGowan. For some time the bu- 
reau has been obtaining exchanges within a period of 
two months’ time before distribution te the personnel, 
and this system has provided for a gain and sometimes 
has caused a loss. However, its the safest system, said 
Admiral McGowan, that is, the present one carried out 
by the bureau, since it is not within the bureau's juris- 
diction to speculate. 

Developing Pacific Coast Bases. 

In order to provide an adequate storage building for 
the surplus clothing of the Navy, acquired during the 
war, Admirals McGowan and Peoples on March 3 advo- 
cated the construction of two such buildings at Hampton 
Roads. They estimated the cost at $1,000; each. Since 
the Navy Department’ plans call for the establishment of 
a base at San Diego, Calif., where eighteen battleships 
and 108 destroyers will be based, Admiral Peoples in- 
formed the committee that it would be desirable to erect 
a storage building at that station to cost $400,000. “Un- 
til the west eoast is developed further in a naval sense,” 
said Admiral Peoples, “it will be necessary to continue 
supplying our ships from the eastern bases.” Mr. Brit- 
ten deemed it an economical proposition to begin at once 
the permanent basing of the Pacific and with this in 
view he said that he favored the immediate erection of a 
storage and supply building at San Diego, with 300, 
square feet of space. Both admirals were agreeable to 
this suggestion and the entire commiteee seemed to be 
in accord with the plan. 

That he might show the ager of the Bureau of Sup- 
plies and Accounts and the enormous detail connected 
with its activities Mr. Padgett asked what was the 
amount of supplies on hand. To this Admiral Peoples 
answered that aside from the value of $65,000,000 of 
goods which are in transit or in manufacture, there is at 
resent $685,000,000 worth of goods and material on 
hand and controlled by the bureau chiefs. Approxi- 
mately $230,000,000 of this total is surplus, said Admiral 
Peoples, and eventually tuia will be taken care of through 
ublic sales and auctions and the money turned into the 

reasury. Admiral McGowan added that the bureau had 
canceled $200,000,000 in contracts. Mr. Kelley sought 
information on the probability of the bureau making a 
request for an appropriation of $230,000,000 to cover and 
liquidate the surplus stock. Admiral McGowan replied: 
“We are selling over half a million worth of stock daily. 
We are not profiteering but are making a little profit, 
and it will not be necessary to ask for an appropriation 
to liquidate this sum. In time we will clear this issue.”

$20,000,000, said Admiral a vy he proposed pay of 
the Navy will total $136,075, for the next fiscal year, 
he stated.

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ADMIRAL STRAUSS ON MINE BARRAGE. 
é Describes It for House Naval Committee. 


When Rear Admiral Joseph Strauss, U.S.N., was be- 
fore the House Committee on Naval Affairs on March 2 
in connection with the General Board’s statement of 
the Navy's building program, as neted on another page, 
he was requested to inform the committee on the work 
of laying down and of sweeping up the North Sea mine 
barrage. ‘The Admiral estimated that the barrage ac- 
counted for the loss of at least ten submarines. Data 
prepared by the British Admiralty showed that eight 
submarines were the toll of the barrage and in removin 
the mines Admiral Strauss said evidence on certai 
mines showed that three more submarines were de- 
stroyed. Admiral Strauss indicated to the committee 
by these various evidences that it was not exaggerating 
to state that ten submarines were accounted for. The 
barrage was laid within touch of the three mile zone of 
an island belonging to Norway, said the Admiral, who 
added that Norway found it necessary to lay a mine 
barrage within her three mile limit in order to stop the 
Germans from using that sea highway as an outlet, 

“What was the percentage of the removal of the bar- 
rage,” asked Mr. Butler. “One handred per cent.,” re- 
plied Admiral Strauss,” who stated further that a test 
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sweep covering 864 square miles indicated the truth of 
the statement no strayed mines were found. By 
an international agreement after the armistice each 
nation to remove its own mines. The, United 
States and Great Britain had planted the largest nu.u- 
ber, Mr. Butler asked if America had not .plans for 


laying a barrage in the English Channel in addition to} 


the one already laid by the English. The Admiral de- 
nied this to be a fact, but stated that plans were drawn 
for planting mine barrages in the Adriatic and in the 
Aegean Sea, the latter in the locality of the Greeian 
Archipelago and within striking distance of the Turk- 
ish coast. 

Views on Armor-Piercing Shells. 

In removing the North Sea mine barrage twenty-three 
subchasers were put to use, he said, and from these 
rifle fire was delivered at a mine when it came te the 
surface. Thus hit the mines would ship water, sin® 
and explode. In laying the barrage Admiral Strauss’s 
ships were screened by large vesscls which kept the sea 
clear of the enemy. Had not the sea surface been 
cleared of the enemy it would have been impossible to 
construct the gigantic work. Admira! Strauss’s opinion 
on the super-efficiency of armor piercing shells in com- 
parison with explosive shells was not lessened by the 
war, but materially strengthened. He confirmef the 
report that no ene was lost in laying the mines. To a 
question he said that eleven were lost in sweeping the 
barrage, and that this figure was low compared to that 
of the British. Mr. Hicks on stating that members of 
the committee were familiar with the work of the 
Navy over there and had met Admiral Strauss overseas, 
omer “I want to congratulate you on your wonderful 
work.” 

Mr. Kelley questioned the Admiral on the attacks made 
by the German submarines. “The submarines made sev- 
eral attacks on the Grand Fleet,” said the Admiral, “but 
the destroyers drove the subs off and by maneuvering 
the ships kept out of the path of the torpedo.” While 
ships are under way Admiral Strauss thought that the 
submarines were ineffective for attack, although he main 
tained that America should develop the submarine, as 
it has its own functions. Mr. Kelley estimated that at 
the highest Germany had about thirty submarines oper- 
ating at one time, and the Admiral coneurred. He an- 
swered Mr. Kelley further by stating that the British 
had approximately 3,000 ships in submarine chasing, but 
not all were operating at one time. “We had several 
hundred,” added the Admiral. 


INVESTIGATION OF THE NAVY IN THE WAR. 
Navy Inquiry to Begin March 9. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., will be the 
first witness to be heard by the sub-committee of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Naval Affairs that will investigate the 
conduct of the Navy Department during the World War. 
Senator Frederick Hale, chairman of the committee, 
stated on Feb. 27 that the investigation will begin on 
March 9. Secretary Daniels will be heard by the sub- 
committee, but no date has been arranged for his ap- 
pearance before it, said Mr. Hale. 

Court of Inquiry for Admiral Fletcher. 

A court of inquiry has been ordered by Secretary 
Daniels for the reasons given in a Navy Department 
announcement which was made public on March 2. At 
the request of Rear Admiral W. H. Fletcher, U.S.N., 
it states, a court of inquiry has been ordered by the 
Secretary of the Navy to inquire into the circumstances 
with the detachment by Admiral ‘Sims of Admiral 
Fletcher from his command of American naval! forces at 
Brest, France, on Oct. 21, 1917. It will convene at 
the department at 10 a.m. on March 8. 

Admiral Fletcher, who is now on duty as commandant 
of the 14th Naval District, Hawaii, arrived in Wash- 
ington on March 2. The personnel of the court will be 
Rear Admiral W. L. Rogers, Rear Admiral J. H. Oliver 
and Rear Admiral J. A. Hoogerwerff, with Capt. K. M, 
Bennett as judge advocaté. The inguiry will be made 
with especial reference to the following: “Whether the 
forces under the command of the said Rear Admiral 
Fletcher were organized and operated by the said Rear 
Admiral Fletcher so inefficiently, particularly with ref- 
erence to safety in escorting Army transports as to war- 
rant the commander of U.S. naval forces operating in 
European water arriving at the conclusion that the said 
Rear Admiral Fletcher was so unsatisfactory in initia- 
tive and judgment that he should no-longer be entrusted 
with the first mentioned command.” 

In Navy circles the action of the Secretary in ap- 
proving a court of inquiry for Admiral Fletcher was 
considered an act of common justice to an officer of ex- 
cellent record, though it was believed that the Senate 
committee inquiry, scheduled to begin March 9, might 
tend to complicate matters somewhat in the understand- 
ing of the public. 
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CHAPLAINS’ SCHOOL PLAN. 


Chaplains C. C. Bateman and John F. Chenoweth, 
U.S.A., have completed their report on the plans for the 
school for Army chaplains to be established at Camp 
Sherman, Ohio, on which they have been at work since 
they returned to Washington, D.C., from the camp on 
Feb. 9,-as noted in our issue of Feb. 21. In this report 
they state that everything at Camp Sherman is favorable 
both as to location and building accommodations. A 
large Red Cross building, erected at a cost of approxi- 
mately $70,000, is surrounded by various other welfare 
buildings, which constitute what is styled the Commu- 
nity Center of the camp. The people of the vicinity and 
administrative personnel of the camp were hospitable to 
the plan and expressed a desire to assist in any way 

ble. The community chapel and the D.A.R. build- 

were selected as suitable for the purposes of the pro- 
posed school, and this selection was concurred in by 
Major General Sturgis, camp commandant. 

The personnel of the student body will be composed 
chiefly of new appointees to the Corps of Chaplains, or 
those who have served in the Army as chaplains for a 
few years only. The course will cover a period of eleven 
weeks as at present contemplated. The curriculum will 
be so accommodated as to meet the needs at once of 
those who have no experience in the military service and 
those who have for a time already served with troops. 
It is understood that the commandant of the school will 
be the comman officer of the camp, exercising au- 
thority not only over this school, but all other Service 
schools at Camp Sherman, of which there are several. 

As proposed, the direct head of the school will be 
Chaplain ©. C. Bateman, who will be styled superin- 
tendent. The dean of the faculty will be Chaplain Joha 
F, Chenoweth, who will be styled assistant superin- 
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tendent. Chaplain. Bateman ecomes~<to his new duties 
after long and varied experience with the line of the 
Army. He was appointed by President Benjamin Harri- 
gon in 1890 with the grade of captain and was promoted 
to the highest present grade possible to an Army chap- 
Jain, that of major, in 1908. He reached the head of his 
corps When. he became number-one on-the list of chap-, 
lains, active service, in 1912. He has served in Mexican 
border states nearly sixteen years. He came there from 
Fort Sam Houston. He will retire for age in May of 
pext year. Chaplain Chenoweth has been in commission 
over twelve years. The work of writing “A Manual for 
Army Chaplains” has been committed to him in connec- 
tion with his other duties and in collaboration with his 
associates at the proposed school. He comes from Fort 
Slocum, N.Y.

GENERAL STAFF PLAN IN SENATE ARMY BILL 
“ Deseussion of the provisions of the Wadsworth bill 
(S. 3792) for the reorganization of the Army is still 
going on in Army circles at Washington, and the views 
expressed are of interest,.whether or not they meet with 
general approval. “I’o a representative of the ARMY 
AND Navy JourNAL a high ranking officer who is con- 
ceded to be one of the foremost military experts in the 
Army, stated that to him it was incongruous that there 
should be an impression abroad that the bill had its ori- 
gin in certain civilian sources and that it is at variance 
with expert opinion in the Regular Army. “As a mat- 
ter of fact,” said this officer, “the\ Wadsworth bill is a 
post-war modification of the General Staff plan of 1917, 
a plan prepared after prolonged study in the War Col- 
lege Division and which was transmitted to Congress by 
the Secretary of War and published in the Congressional 
Record in March of that year. This 1917 plan of the 
General Staff proposed a national military policy based 
on universal military training. It included the princi- 
ple of an organized Citizen Army and a Regular Estab- 
lishment, or permanent personnel, designed to perform 
certain continuous duties which cannot be performed 
by citizen soldiers. The plan proposed to employ Regu- 
lar or professional personnel for the overseas garrisons, 
for an expeditionary force at home, for a training ser- 
vice, and for the necessary administrative and super- 
visory personnel for the Military Establishment as a 
whole. The general structural organization proposed 
in the Wadsworth bill is precisely the same. There are 
differences between the two plans, but these differences 
arise from new conditions existing since the World War 
and take into consideration the fact that during the war 
we have accumulated great stocks of equipment, have 
established extensive training centers and have devel- 
oped a large number of Reserve officers. It is the gen- 
eral theory of the bill that if we establish the organized 
Citizen Army at this favorable time and train young 
men to replace the veterans of the recent war we will 
be able to perpetuate their organization, traditions and 
experience, thus making the outlay for the war a per- 
manent investment available for any future national 
emergency.” 

Asked if the National Defense Act did not well serve 
as a model for military legislation, the officer said: “TI 
think not, for we have only to look at the actual organi- 
zation required by the war to see that the National De- 
fense Act was inadequate and that it was substantially 
obsolete less than a year after its passage. The total 
forces provided for in the National Defense Act scarcely 
formed a drop in the bucket compared with the forces 
that were required for the war, and before it was possi- 
ble to send the first expeditionary division abroad it be- 
came necessary to change almost every detail of tactical 
organization. Indeed, the provision in the National De- 
fense Act which gave some discretion in departing from 
the organization in many instances was the only effect- 
ive provision of the law. The Wadsworth bill proposes 
a military organization by means of which all or any 
necessary part of the man-power of the nation can be 
deployed in time to meet any given national emergency. 
This, and this alone, constitutes complete preparedness, 
and nothing like this was provided by the act of June 
3, 1916.” ‘ 

On the general principles underlying the Wadsworth 
bill this officer said: ‘Real preparedness implies capac- 
ity to develop all or any necessary part of the war 
power of the nation in time to meet any given emer- 
gency. In order to accomplish this we should have uni- 
versal military training, a territorial Citizen Army com- 
posed for a term of years of the young men so trained, 
and a sufficient number of professional officers and men 
to accomplish these objects. In the hearings before 
Congress the endorsement of these general ee did 
not come from civilian soldiers alone. hey received 
the support of General Pershing, Major Generals Wood, 
McAndrew, Haan and others. Indeed, the policy out- 
lined in this bill and endorsed by these officers is, in my 
opinion, the final evolution of the policy of prepared- 
ness proposed by General Upton. The same policy is 
strongly endorsed from various civilian sources, it is 
true. The Kahn-Chamberlain bill prepared by the Mili- 
tary Training Camps Association is itself a post-war 


modification of the Citizen Army plan as outlined in - 


the General Staff plan of 1917. This association is 
composed of a large number of disinterested Reserve 
officers of the World War who are performing the pub- 
lic service of working for a permanent military policy. 
The same general principles have been endorsed by the 
American Legion, which is also supporting the Wads- 
worth bill. It appears, then, that the Wadsworth bill, 
instead of having an amateur civilian origin, js a plan 
that originated in the General Staff; one that is en- 
dorsed in principle by some of our most distinguished 
officers; and one that was finally prepared by a sub- 
committee of the Committee on Military Affairs of the 
Senate after exhaustive hearings and with the assist- 
ance of two Army officers and some prominent National 
Guard officers who have worked continuously with the 
committee during the period of the preparation of the 
bill.” 

“Will not the provisions of this bill tend to mini- 
imize the importance of the Regular officers and men?” 

as asked. “Such a view,” said the officer, “will find 
ittle support after a careful study of its provisions.” 
He continued: “In all of our great wars we have used 
a large citizen army and have always considered that 
the Regular Army with its trained professional per- 
gonnel was the necessary nucleus for this large wat 
force. But in the past we have made the necessary ex» 
pansion after the outbreak of hostilities under the pro- 
visions of law hastily prepared after the emergency, and 
in many respects the result has been influenced by po- 
litical intrigue and has not been based on systematic 
preparation. The object of the Wadsworth bill is to 
ereate this Citizen Army in time of peace so that it 
ean mobilize promptly in war and, recognizing the im- 
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portance of trained professional personnel, it simply 
proposes to establish the true relation between the: pro- 
fessional soldier and the citizen soldier in time of peace. 

“It is true that it proposes to reduce the num- 
ber of professional soldiers to’ the minimum actu- 
ally required, but this is sound both economically and 
politically and should be regarded as a merit rather 
than as a defect in the bill. In order to accomplish 
this object the bill provides for a flexible organization 
and proposes promotion by the single list so that the re- 
quirements of economiéal administration of professional 
personnel shall not be obscured as in the past by com- 
petitive promotion schemes in the different branches of 
the Service. The bill also proposes a scientific system 
of eligibility for the General Staff so that all ambitious 
officers in the future will have an opportunity to attain 
recognized qualification for this important duty. In 
the organization of the Citizen Army it provides means 
for the veterans of the war to come in voluntarily as its 
charter members, and it provides means for young men 
after training to qualify as Reserve officers, and for all 
Reserve officers to qualify for promotion after reason- 
able tests as. to proficiency and merit.” 

Asked as to the National Guard feature of the bill, 
this officer said: “I believe one of the most important 
features of the measure is the reorganization of the Na- 
tional Guard of the United States as a strictly Federal 
force under the national power to raise and support 
armies. This gives the power to train and control this 
force to the Federal Government, whereas, under the 
old system, these powers were reserved to forty-eight 
separate sovereignties. The bill also makes this force 
available for duty in the states by authorizing the state 
authorities to use it as ‘state troops’ under the Consti- 
tution of the United States. By this arrangement the 
Citizen Army will contain two separate categories: First, 
the organized Reserves composed of men who can be 
called out only in a great national emergency pro- 
claimed by Congress; and second, a smaller force, the 
National Guard of the United States, composed of vol- 
unteers who accept the further obligation of serving the 
states or the Federal Government in minor emergencies 
which do not justify calling out the entire war force. 
In short, this bill proposes to merge into one unified 
Army of the United States all of those separate forces 
heretofore known to our military system and which have 
been hastily extemporized and welded after the outbreak 
of war. In this great united force the Regular Army 
becomes the backbone of trained professional personnel}, 
witheut which it would be impossible to develop such a 
national Army. In conclusion, let me state my firm. con- 
viction, and in this belief I am quite certain I have the 
support of my brother officers of long service, that in the 
Wadsworth bill we have the. means of attaining a con- 
structive national military policy that will embody the 
best military opinion of the nation in practical form.”

“ U.S. MILITARY ACADEMY BILL PASSED. 


The U.S. Military Academy Appropriation bill (H.R. 
12476) for the fiscal year 1921 was passed by the Senate 
on March 1 with amendments. The total appropriation 
carried in. the bill is $2,142,212. There was no material 
change in the measure as passed by the House. Owing 
to the extreme necessity for a hotel on the reservation 
At West Point the committee provided an amendment 
whereby the Secretary of War is authorized to allow 
any corporation, company or individual to erect a hotel 
there in accordance with plans and specifications to be 
approved by the Superintendent of the Military Acad- 
emy, and to enjoy the revenue therefrom for a period of 
fifty years, after which time the hotel becomes the prop- 
erty of the United States; provided, that the title and 
ownership of the hotel may be accepted by the Secretary 
of War on behalf of the United States at any time. 

The Secretary of War, in his discretion, may permit 
one Panaman student, without expense to the United 
States, to receive instruction at the Academy. Another 
amendment provides that hereafter whenever all vacau- 
cies at the Academy are not filled from the regular en- 
trance examinations these shall be filled by the admis- 
sion from the whole list of alternates selected in their 
order of merit established by the results of the exami- 
nations. There is one proviso to this, which is that in 
filling vacancies to the credit of a state the list of alter- 
nates nominated from that state shall first be exhausted 
before selections are made from any other state to fil! 
Facancies. Whenever the Corps of Cadets exeveds the 
authorized maximum strength the admission of alter- 
nates shall cease until such time as the corps may be 
teduced below its authorized strength. 

Other amendments were made as follows: The pay of 
the master of the sword is increased from $3,000 to 
$3,500 “and the present incumbent shall have the rela- 
tive rank and allowances of a lieutenant colonel during 
his inecumbency.” A_ credit of $250 is made to each 
cadet now at the Academy and to each cadet discharged 
since Jan. 1, 1919, to the extent of paying any balance 
due by any cadet to the Academy ©n account of initial 

clothing and equipment issued to him; the pay of one 
commandant of cadets, in addition to his Regular Army 
pay, is fixed at $1,000, or so much thereof as may be 
necessary to enable him to receive the pay and allow- 
ances of a lieutenant colonel; in addition to their regu- 
lar pay as captains, the pay of three battalion com- 
manders is increased by $1,800; the pay of one regi- 
mental sergeant major, Infantry, is placed at $660, pro- 
vided that the enlisted man in the headquarters per- 
forming that duty has the rank, pay and allowances of 
that grade; the pay of two expert assistant civilian in- 
structors in military gymnastics, fencing, boxing, wrest- 
ling and swimming is fixed at $4,000, provided that 
“these civilian instructors employed in the department 
of modern languages and the department of tactics shall 
be entitled to the public quarters and to the same allow- 
ances with respect to fuel and light as those of a first 
lieatenant when occupying public quarters.” 

The sum of $4,265 is to be immediately available, on 
assage of the bill, for repairs to the cadet mess build- 
ng, and $15,000 for repairs to the cadet barracks. Any 
cedet entitled to graduate in 1920 may, at his option, 
exercised before June 11, 1920, continue his course for 

ene year, “and any cadet of the class of 1920 who may 
have been found deficient in his studies shall also have 
the rightto re-enter and continue his course for a like 
period of one year.” 

Proviso to Retire FE. W. 

Senator Brandegee offered as an amendment to the 
Academy bill a proviso for the appointment as a lieu- 
tenant colonel of Cavalry of Edward W. Whittaker, aged 
seventy-seven, who held that rank in the Ist Regiment, 
Connecticut Volunteer Cavalry, in the Civil War, and 
who was later a brigadier general, U.S.V. The amend- 
ment, which failed of passage, provided that when so 
appointed Mr. Whittaker should be at once placed on the 
retired list, and that upon receiving retired pay he 
would relinquish all claim to a pension from the Goy- 
ernment. Senator -~Brandegee introduced Mr. Whitta- 
ker’s Civil War record, which occupied seventeen pages 
in the Congressional Record, and in part included orders 
issued to him at various times while in the Union Army. 
He took part in many battles and engagements during 
the Civil War. In 1906 a bill was introduced appointing 
Mr. Whittaker a captain in the Regular establishment. 
In 1908 a similar measure was introduced, and again in 
1911. In 1912 still another bill was submitted appoint- 
ing him a lieutenant colonel of Cavalry in the Regular 
Army and placing him on the retired list at once. None 
of these measures prevailed. Senator Lenroot opposed 
the adoption of the present amendment, on the point of 
order that the measure had not been formally presented 
to the Committee on Military Affairs. The point of 
order was sustained and the amendment was. therefore 

excluded from the bill. 


Whittaker, U.S.V.. Ruled Out.

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House Disapproves Completion of Vessels. 

The House on Feb. 28 considered Senate Amendment 
34 to the Deficiency Appropriation bill, providing $3,- 
000,000 for the preservation and completion of Navy ves- 
sels on the stocks and in ordinary. The House had dis- 
agreed to the amendment. Congressman Tinkham moved 
that the House recede from its disagreement to this ap- 
propriation and offered an amendment that such parts of 
the appropriation~as in the judgment of the Navy may 
be necessary be applied to the objects of expenditure 
specified in tLe appropriations for various bureaus of the 

rtment for the fiscal year 1920. The amendment 

did not prevail. The House then refused to recede and 
the bill was sent back“to conference with instructions 
that the House insisted on the elimination of the Senate 
vision. When the bill was returned for a second time 
conference this $3,000,000 item was eliminated by 

he conferees and the deficiency bill agreement accepted. 


Spanish War and Other Pensions, 


The House on March 1 passed H.R. 2, with committee 
amendments, providing that all persons who served 
ninety days in the military or naval service of the U.S. 
during the war with Spain, the Philippine insurrection 
and the China relief expedition, who have been honor- 
ably discharged and who may be incapacitated, shall be 

ioned at the rate of not less than $12 or more than 
per month. Any person who has reached the age of 
seventy-two shall receive $24 per month, and those 
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seventy-five years $30 per month. No person may re- 
ceivé more than one pension for the same period. Rank 
in the Service shall not be considered in making appli- 
cation for pension,

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BONUS DEMANDS OF FORMER SERVICE MEN. 


The House Ways and Means Committee on March 2 
gave a hearing to Franklin D’Olier, national commander 
of the American Legion, and Thomas W. Miller, a legis- 
lative agent of the organization, who presented a plea 
that Congress take immediate action to give members of 
the Legion aid in one form or another. In his statement 
Mr. D’Olier declared that the “overwhelming majority of 
former Service men feel strongly that the Government 
owes an obligation to all persons who were handicapped, 
either bodily or financially, because of military or naval 
service during the World War.” The legion, he said, 
had spoken very plainly on this subject at its national 
convention held at Minneapolis in November, 1919. “In 
accordance with resolutions passed at the convention its 
national beneficial legislation committee is now ready to 
submit recommendations for four festures,” he said. 
These are as follows: 

1. Land settlement covering farms in all states, and 
not confined to a few states. 2. Home aid to encourage 
purchase of homes in either country or city. 3. Voca- 
tional! training for all former Service persons desiring it. 
4. Adjustment of compensation or final adjustment of 
extra back pay, based on length of service for those not 
desiring to avail themselves of any one of the previous 
features. The former Service person to be given his 
option of any one, and only one, of the four features, 
and only upon his application. 

The legion’s representatives met with some opposition 
from members of the committee. Congressmen Long- 
worth, Kitchin and Garner indicated by their ques- 
tioning of Mr. D’Olier and Mr. Miller that they believed 
the condition of the Treasury made such legislation inad- 
visable at this time. Congressman Kitchin charged that 
at the November convention the members of the legion 
made no request for a bonus, and said that leaders of 
the organization who are now asking for this are not 
fairly representing the sentiments of members of the 
organization. Mr. Miller denied this, saying that there 
are 3,000,000 men in the legion who need financial as- 
sistance to aid them in making up their war losses. 

At the hearing before the committee on March 3 
Congressmen Madden and Garner asserted that to grant 
the demands of the legion was impossible. Mr. Madden 
gaid if the bonus were approved it would cost the Gov- 
ernment from $2,000,000,000 to $16,000,000,000, while 
Government securities such as Liberty bonds would be 
greatly depreciated. Mr. Garner thought the market 
yalue of other securities would be lowered at least ten 
per cent. 

Marvin Gates Sperry, representing the Private Soldier 
and Sailor Legion, who told the committee, according to 
a press dispatch from Washington, that he had drawn 
pay only once while in the Army overseas, for the reason 
that he had been court-martialed four times, one trial 
being because he “would not obey a lieutenant who told 
me to go to a certain place in the line during a battle,” 
said 3,000,000 of the 4,000,000 men who were under 
arms need financial help to start them in life. He sug- 
gested that all men who served overseas or in the U.S. 
during the World War for sixty days or more be given 
$30 a month for each month served, with $100 addi- 
tional for service overseas, and that a bond issue of 
$2,000,000,000 be created, the sinking fund interest and 
administration expenses to be derived by levying a spe- 
cial tax of two per cent. on all annual incomes above 
$50,000, with graduations up to seven per cent. on in- 
comes of $1,000,000 or more. The bonds to be given to 
the former Service men. 

J. H. Halper, of the World War Veterans, submitted 
a plan to pay $1 a day for each day served, the mini- 
mum amount to be $180. He was opposed to a bond 
issue, saying he believed it would disrupt the financial 
program of the Government. 

Edward H. Hale, representing the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars, urged that a bonus of $30 be given for each 
month’s service, and $100 additional to each man who 
served overseas. The revenue could be raised by taxing 
incomes. above $50,000 per year at the rate of two per 
cent. graduated up to seven per cent. on incomes of 

1,000,000 or more. 

Walter Burns, of Greenpoint, N.Y., who served as a 
captain in the A.B.F., appeared before the committee on 
March 4 in opposition to a money bonus plan for former 
Service men. He said that not only did the majority of 
the men not need it, but the financial condition of the 
country would not justify it. He thought it was the 
duty of the Government, however, to provide generously 
for wounded, maimed and sick soldiers and for the de- 

ents of men who died in the World War. Land 
muses should be given to those who wanted them. 
Vocational training features for wounded soldiers and 
Jans to rehabilitate them should be offered. ‘The Brit- 
government, he asserted, had done more for its 
wounded soldiers and sailors. Every man who served 
in the World War who is bodily able, he said, could 
now obtain work at as good wages as he received before 
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the war. He added that he thought the impression 
should not be conveyed to the public that the votes of 
former Service men are to be used as clubs on Congress- 
men and Senators,to induce them to grant cash bonuses. 

Representatives of- the legion held a -conference at 
Albany, N.Y.,“on March 2, where the New York Legis- 
lature is in session, and decided te recommend to the 
state executive committee of the legion that support be 
given to legislation designed to give former Service men 
a bonus of $10 per month from the state, in addition to 
the bonis received from the Féderal Government.. Sev- 
eral representatives of New York Post 592, the regi- 
mental post ofthe 305th Field Artillery, which was 
commanded by former Seeretary of War Stimson, filed a 
minority report opposing any bonus grant. This report 
was strongly denounced by other members of the legion 
at the conference. : 

After a protracted session of maneuvering and debate 
the House of Representatives on Feb. 26, as has been 
noted, passed a resolution that “for the remainder of the 
second session of the Sixty-sixth Congress all proposed 
legislation relating to those who served in the World 
War (other than those of the Regular Establishment), 
excepting, however, legislation based on and relating to 
disability incurred in ‘the Service, shall be referred to the 
Committee on Ways and Means, and the Speaker is 
hereby authorized to make reference of bills heretofore 
introduced in accordance with the terms of this resolu- 
tion.” This action is expected to postpone legislation 
on the multitude of bills introduced seeking in the main 
to extend further cash bonuses to veterans of the war.

WAR RISK INSURANCE.—According to the War Risk Ia- 
surance Act of Oct. 6, 1917, life insurance due from the Gov- 
ernment is payable to the beneficiary in 240 installments. Un- 
der the recently enacted Sweet bill of Dec. 24, 1919, however, 
the imsured who converts his original yearly renewable insur- 
ance to any one of the various permanent forms provided for, 
such as straight life, twenty-payment life, endowment, etc., has 
the option of specifying either that the insurance due at his 
death shall be paid in one lump sum or that it shall be paid in 
installments, for thirty-six months or more. The Sweet bill dees 
not give the beneficiary the right to receive payment in one 
lump sum unless the insured has so provided by election in his 
contract as above stated. In case the insured has not exercised 
his right of election, the beneficiary of a converted policy may 
elect.to receive the insurance in thirty-six er more monthly in- 
stallments. If-the insured specified either lump sum payment 
or thirty-six payments, the beneficiary may elect to have the in- 
surance spread over a greater period of time than that selected 
by the insured. The law, however, does not in any case give the 
beneficiary power to elect lamp sum payment, for such election 
vests solely in the imsured. It must be remembered that this 
applies only to converted insurance, not to term insurance.

CAMP EUSTIS 
Camp Eustis, Va., Feb. 13, 1920 
This camp, where the 30th Artillery Brigade, C.A.C., is 


stationed, is congratulating itself on the success of the meas 
ures that have been employed here against the recent in 
fluenza epidemic. Although situated in the midst of the 
Virginia influenza belt, on Feb. 13, practically three weeks 
after the appetrance of the disease in epidemic form through 
out this section of the country, the camp clinical records 
showed a total of sixty-six cases of influenza, one of pneu 
monia, and no fatalities from either sickness in the entire 
period. 

Upon receipt of word that an epidemic was impending, and 
on the appearance of two cases of influenza, all men were 
separated as far as available barrack space would permit, 
head and toe sleeping was enforced and windows blocked open 
so as to ensure thorough ventilation. Passes and furloughs 
were reduced to a minimum, @& men returning from pass 
were placed under medical observation. For three days the 
big vocational training classes were suspended, the Liberty 
Theater and camp library closed, but when it was seen that 
the hold of the disease was light the ban on these indoor 
activities was removed. The efficacy of all these precautions 
is amply demonstrated by the results obtained as shown by 
the hospital records noted above. 

The record made by Camp Eustis is especially interesting 
when compared with that of the cities in the vicinity. New- 
port News, thirty miles south, had as many as 1.000 cases 
under treatment at one time; and Richmond, sixty miles 
north, reported a total of more than 5,000 cases, with coa- 
siderable mortality. In both these cities business and social 
activities were largely hindered by the epidemic, whereas in 
Camp Eustis the training of the 30th Artillery Brigade, C.A.C., 
went on according to schedule.

Division, so that the volume is now many times what it 
formerly was before the war. 

To house the new Army required the construction of many 
camps and cantonments and if the Army is to be maintained 
at peace strength it will require that these camps will have to 
be maintained. he operation and maintenance of 500 or 
more projects now under the jurisdiction of the Construction 
Division is a huge job in itself. The old Regular Army posts 
cannot be used to house the new Army in view of the changed 
condition brought on by the experience gained during the 
war, since they are built to house very small detachments. 

With a return to peace conditions studies and estimates 
have been made for the accommodations for a larger Regular 
Army and for students under universal training, should such 
a policy be decided upon by the Government. During the 
fiscal year 1919 the Construction Division carried on cou- 
struction work at approximately 442 locations and comprising 
535 building operations, including camps and cantonments, 
additions to Regular Army posts, Coast Artillery Army supply 
bases, interior storage depots, ordnance manufacturing plants, 
etc. Construction work was performed for almost every branch 
of the Army, as well as aiding the Housing Corporation and 
Emergency Fleet Corporation to procure necessary building 
materials for housing projects. 

One of the largest problems which was made and overcome 
during the war period was the material and labor market. The 
supply of available labor constantly decreased while the de- 
mand for such, together with that for building materials, was 
constantly increasing. At certain periods the demand for 
building materials was far in excess of the visible supply. 
Over 560,000 skilled and unskilled laborers were employed by 
the Construction Division in the month 6f October, 1918. 
Upon the cessation of -hostilities Nov. 11, 1918, the work of 
the Construction Division was by no means finished. Oecrtain 
projects which were to be used in connection with the de- 
mobilization of the Army and others to be used for an in- 
definite period had to be completed. Projects no longer needed 
had to be abandoned d salvaged and the vast stores of 
construction material which had been mobilized by the Con- 
struction Division had to be disposed of to the best interests 
of the Government. The size and importance, therefore, of 
the work for which the Construction Division will be respon- 
sible in the future in the maintenance of already constructed 
projects and in the construction of permanent accommodations 
for the Army is far greater than is generally appreciated and 
it is felt that the personnel of the Construction Division, which 
is composed of specialists and experts in all branches of 
building, design and construetion, should be kept intact in 
order to efliciently carry on the construction work for the 
Army.

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Magsor R. W. Scuroeper Fires To 36,020 Freer. 

Major R. W. Schroeder, Air Ser., U.S.A., chief test 
pilot at McCook Field, Dayton, Ohio, in a flight there 
on Feb. 27, beat the world’s record for altitude by reach- 
ing a height of 36,020 feet, thus outdoing his own record 
and that of Lieut. George W. Elsey, Air Ser., U.S.A., 
made at the same field on Oct. 4, 1919, by 4,420 feet, 
their record then having been 31,800, according to the 
Contest Committee of the American Flying Club. In- 
struments on Major Schroeder’s machine recorded the 
remarkable altitude gained on Feb. 27, while they also 
indicated that the machine had. fallen more than five 
miles in two minutes. Major Schroeder had been 
blinded by the extreme cold and was numb from cold, 
notwithstanding the electrically heated clothing he wore, 
and had been rendered partly unconscious, because when 
at the height of nearly seven miles his oxygen tanks be- 
came exhausted thus cutting off his oxygen supply. When 
his machine had fallen to about 2,000 feet he regained suf- 
ficient consciousness to obtain control of his plane. Going 
into a tail spin he succeeded in bringing his machine to 
the ground without injury either to himself or to it. He 
was taken to the post hospital, where it was said his 
sight would be completely restored in a few days. The 
thermometer of his machine registered 67 degrees below 
zero, Fahrenheit. Gen. Peyton C. March, U.S.A., wired 
him from Washington a telegram of congratulation at 
his feat and his escape from serious injury. Major 
Schroeder made an altitude flight of 28,900 feet at Day- 
ton on Sept. 18, 1918. Adjutant Casale, a French avia- 
tor, has been unofficially credited with an altitude of 
33,137 feet. Major Schroeder made a speed of 137 miles 
per hour at a height of 18,400 feet some time ago. He 
has made many valuable contributions to the develop- 
ment of motors.

SpectaL Liprary CENSUS. 

The Special Library Association is enumerating the 
special library collections of the country, because there 
does not exist at present an adequate directory of them. 
During the World War, when Army camps and military 
centers were furnished with libraries for research and 
educational work, the men detailed to look up informa- 
tion for the Government were hampered by the lack of 
a satisfactory list of information centers which they 
might call upon for emergency assistance. Time and 
again Army men could have used a directory of institu- 
tions or corporations having special information which 
they would permit them to consult had such a publica- 
tion been in existence. In the spirit of co-operation, 
and in order to list the special information sources of 
the country, the Special Libraries Association—the na- 
tional body of special librarians—is submitting to busi- 
ness and other organizations a list of questions which, 
when compiled, will serve as a directory and record of 
the special information sources of the country. A spe- 
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cial library has been defined as “a good working col- 
lection of information either upon a specific subject or 
field of activity; it may consist of general or even lim- 
ited material serving the interests of a special clientele ; 
and preferably in charge of a specialist trained in the 
use and application of the particular material.” It is 


requested that data on the subject be sent to William F-

The baseball series for 
wardroom officers begins March 10, and continues to 
March 14 and 28. ‘The junior officers’ baseball series 
will be played March 14 and 28. ‘The series for war- 
rant officers will be arranged by the commander-in-chief 
if a sufficient number of warrant officers volunteer to 
earry through a schedule. There will be boxing contests 
and wrestling bouts among men of the fleet. Pulling 
races for Divisions 7 and 5 will be held on March 30 for 
the Dunlap cup (for Marines) ; and on April 1, 2, 4, 18, 
19 and 25. Sailing races will be held on April 18, 20, 
21 and 22. Signal competition and small arms competi- 
tion are to be held in April, as well as officers’ golf and 
tennis games. Swimming races are to take place in the 
same month. Officers on the staff of a flag officer are 
not permitted to participate as members of a ship’s 
team in any official contest for which points of general 
excellence are awarded, but they may compete in any offi- 
cial contest for individual championship and by forming 
a team of staff officers only may compete for a team 
championship. 
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War MEMORIAL IN NEW YORK PROPOSED. 

The Victory Hall Association, Inc., of which George 
W. Wingate is president, is urging the passage of a bill 
by the New York Legislature which will permit the con- 
demnation of a site for a war memorial in New York 
city for American soldiers, sailors and marines and 
nurses who died in the World War, which would cover 
a block at 42d and 43d street and Lexington and Park 
avenues. The building to be erected on this site would 
be an imposing one, and in keeping with the object 
which the association has in view. It would be erected 
through popular subscription. Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels has written to the association approving its 
plan, as has Secretary of War Baker. The project has 
met with some opposition on the part of Acting Mayor 
La Guardia, Comptroller Craig and other city officials, 
who declare that hotel and other interests are desirous 
of having the site mentioned selected for business rea- 
sons. 
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AMERICAN CATHOLIC WAR CHAPLAINS. 

At a meeting of one hundred and twenty Roman 
Catholic priests representing fourteen sthtes, who saw 
service in the A.E.F. or in the United States during the 
World War, held at Chicago on Feb. 12, an organization 
was formed under the name of the American Catholic 
War Chaplains, its object being to maintain the fellow- 
ship founded on service in the U.S. Army or Navy. 
Posts are being formed in various parts of the country, 
the first having been Great Lakes Post, which came into 
being at the meeting of Feb. 12. Among the officers who 
addressed the meeting were Col. William N. Bispham, 
Med. Corps, U.S.A., commanding the hospital at Fort 
ae Ill., and Rear Admiral Frederic B. Bassett, jr., 
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Senror GRADE, ORDNANCE SERGEANT. 

Senior grade, ordnance sergeant, should be provided 
in the Ordnance Department, writes an ordnance ser- 
geant, adding: “It seems that since every other corps 
or department has higher grades performing the same 
relative duty, Ordnance should have higher enlisted 
grades also, especially for those men who are performing 
the duties of coast defense ordnance sergeant and chief 
clerks at arsenals.” 
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AMERICAN LEGION AT MemortaL Day. 

In compliance with a resolution adopted at the con- 
vention held at Minneapolis, the American Legion, 
through Franklin D’Olier, commander of the legion, has 
written to the commanders-in-chief of the Grand Army 
of the Republic and of the Confederate Veterans, asking 
permission for the legion to participate in the exercises 
of those organizations on Memorial Day. 
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MEMORIAL FOR MASSACHUSETTS SOLDIERS AND SAILORS. 

The erection of a war memorial building, to cost $1,- 
000,000, in honor of Massachusetts soldiers and sailors 
who lost their lives in the World War, is suggested in a 
report made to Mayor Peters, of Boston, by a special 
committee on Feb. 29. The site would be an artificial 
island built in the Charles river basin at Harvard bridge. 
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It was at General Pershing’s headquarters in France. 
A dozen officers, summoned on matters of importance, 
were waiting to see the General. Among them was Col. 
Charles Dawes, of Ohio, whose training, while not such 
as to make him a great soldier, certainly gave him the 
qualifications of a first-class business man. In France 
it was his business to handle the Army’s money. Years 
ago General Pershing, then a young officer of much 
lower rank, was his intimate friend, and they married 
cousins. Waiting at the General’s headquarters, Colo- 
nel Dawes smoked assiduously. at a long black cigar 
and listened to the smart, military shop talk with which 
the other waiting officers passed the time. At last the 
General entered. Every officer in the room sprang to 
attention and saluted. Colonel Dawes followed suit. 
General Pershing saluted in return and then turned to 
Colonel Dawes.
